HERBERT MILES FOY 


Herbert Miles Foy was born in Grayson County, Virginia, 
March 15, 1884, the son of Edward C. and Sena Reavis Foy. His 
father moved his family from Virginia to Mount Airy, North Car- 
olina, about 1890. At the age of six, he was placed in the Academy 
presided over by Professor J. B. Sparger, where he learned the three 
R's and other subjects required by the customs of the time. He 
later entered A & M. College, now North Carolina State College, 
Raleigh, North Carolina, in the class of 1904 as a sophomore. Fol- 
lowing the completion of his junior year, he entered the employ 
of the W. E. Merritt Co., hardware dealers of Mount Airy. This 
was to be a temporary job for the summer but lengthened into 
forty years of service. In 1916 he was made a member of the 
firm and in 1917 became General Manager, a position which he 
held until his retirement from active business in 1943. 


On June 14, 1909, he was married to Miss Myrtle Hines. There 
are three children: Robert Edward Foy, Herbert Miles Foy, Jr., 
and Mrs. Myrtle Foy Hennis. 


Grand Master Foy has served his town and community, as 
City Alderman, President and one of the founders of the Mount 
Airy Country Club, Director of the Kiwanis Club, President of 
the Merchants Association, and many other civic activities. 


He is a member of Central Methodist Church and served for 
several years as a Steward and as Superintendent of the Sunday 
School. 


It is in Masonry that Brother Foy has found his greatest 
activity. He became a Master Mason in Granite Lodge No. 322, 
A. F. & A. M., Mount Airy, North Carolina, June 6, 1905, and 
was elected Master in 1908, 1921, and 1922. He was instrumental 
in promoting, designing, and supervising the construction of the 
Masonic Temple in Mount Airy, a building which has been copied, 
to some extent, by lodges in this and other Grand Jurisdictions. 
He has served as a member and chairman of the Board of Trustees 
of the Masonic Temple since its erection. In the Grand Lodge of 
A. F. & A. M. of North Carolina, he has served on various com- 
mittees through the years and on April 22, 1943, was appointed 
Grand Steward by M.':W.'.James W. Payne, Grand Master. After 
advancing each year through the line of offices, he was duly elected 
and installed Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina on April 
19, 1951. He has been Representative of the Grand Lodge Alpina 
of Switzerland since 1906, 

In 1906 he was exalted to the degree of Royal Arch Mason in 
Winston Chapter No. 24. He was the prime mover in organizing 
Mount Airy Chapter No. 68 in 1909 and was installed High Priest 
April 28, 1914. He is the Representative of the Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter of Connecticut near the Grand Chapter of North Carolina. 

He was dubbed and created a Knight Templar in Piedmont

He has been 
Representative of the Grand Commandery of Louisiana near the 
Grand Commandery of North Carolina since 1929. 


In 1924 he was greeted a Royal and Select Master in Zabud 
Council No. 16 and organized Blue Ridge Council No. 28 in 1948 
and served as its first Illustrious Master. He is the Representative 
of the Grand Council of Arkansas near the Grand Council of North 
Carolina. ' 


He received the 14? to 18? of the Ancient and Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite in Greensboro in 1919 and the 19° to 32° in Charlotte in 
1923, was invested with the Rank and Decoration of Knight Com- 
mander of the Court of Honour in 1933, and coroneted with the 
Rank and Dignity of Thirty-third Degree Honorary in 1945. 


Grand Master Foy was made a Noble of the Mystic Shrine 
in 1907 in Oasis Temple. He is also a member of several other 
groups among which are the Red Cross of Constantine, Knight 
Templar Priests, Grand College of Rites, and Allied Masonic 
Degrees.

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ADDRESS OF THE GRAND MASTER 
(Docket No. 1) 


M.'.W..Brother Wallace E. Caldwell, Grand Master 
of Masons in North Carolina, delivered the following 
address, which was referred to the Board of General 
Purposes (See pages 67 and 68 of these Proceedings 
for the distribution of the address): 

BRETHREN: 

I am happy to welcome you to the 164th Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. It 
gives me particular pleasure to greet you in Chapel Hill, 
the seat of the University of North Carolina. It is quite 
fitting that the Grand Lodge should meet on this campus 
because the University itself was in a manner the child 
of the Grand Lodge. Grand Master William R. Davie 
selected the site and laid the cornerstone of the first 
building, now known as Old East. You will notice that 
the design of the original buildings of the campus is Ma- 
sonic in character. I trust that you will all take advan- 
tage of this opportunity to become acquainted with the 
University while you are in Chapel Hill. 

It now becomes my duty to report to you on my activ- 
ities during the past year and the state of the Craft in 
general and to make such recommendations as may seem 
proper and necessary. 


FRATERNAL DEAD 

The Grand Lodge suffered heavily this past year in 
the loss of three Past Grand Masters. John Bailey Owen, 
Grand Master 1921, left us on November 3, 1950, in 
Henderson. North Carolina; Frank P. Hobgood, Jr., 
Grand Master 1915, on November 17, 1950, in Reidsville, 
North Carolina; and John Jasper Phoenix, Sr., Grand 
Master 1929, on February 13, 1951, in St. Petersburg, 
Florida. In addition we have lost two of our most devoted 
and best-loved brethren, Millard F. McKeel, of Washing- 
ton, and Frank L. Bunker of Charlotte. Suitable memo- 
rials wil be presented for these beloved leaders of the 
Craft at the proper time. 


Many more of our brethren throughout the state have 
been summoned by the grim tyrant Death and have passed `

Grand Master Presiding 1951 
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to the Celestial Lodge above. We mourn their passing 
and extend our fraternal sympathy to the brethren of 
their lodges, to their families and loved ones and friends. 
The Necrology Committee will present its report on them. 


Let us rise and stand a moment in silence in their 
memory as a token of our grief. 


' VISITATIONS 


During the year District meetings were held in all 
forty-three districts at which it was my privilege to be 
present. I was everywhere cordially received, the meet- 
ings were well attended, and enthusiasm for the Craft 
seemed to be at a high point. In addition I have made 
forty-one visits to lodges, according to my records. On 
several occasions I presented Veteran's Emblems and 
25-Year Certificates. I also attended a number of anni- 
versary meetings. I regret that illness caused me to be 
absent from three meetings which I had agreed to attend. 
Brother Foy represented me on two of these occasions 
and Brother Pugh on the third. I only regret that I could 
not accept all of the invitations which I received. 


The task of visiting all the districts and accepting all 
invitations from lodges is a very difficult one. I think 
the Deputy Grand Master would benefit and the lodges 
also would berefit if he would do some of the visits of- 
ficially. It might be that he would take over some of 
the districts and the Grand Master take the rest. I rec- 
ommend that the appropriation for travel of the Deputy 
Grand Master be increased to make this possible. 


FOREIGN VISITATIONS 


On invitation I attended the 100th Anniversary of the 
Grand Lodge of California, the 150th Anniversary of 
the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, the Feast of St. John of 
the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts, and the Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge of Virginia. Brother 
Edwin T. Howard represented me at the Annual Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, Brother 
Herbert M. Foy at the Grand Lodge of Illinois and the 
Grand Lodge of Maryland, and Brother William H. White 
at the Grand Lodge of Delaware. Brothers Edwin T. 
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Howard and Harvey W. Smith flew down to Havana and 
represented me at the Grand Lodge of Cuba. 

I have been much impressed by the value of these 
meetings to those attending them. The gathering to- 
gether of Grand Lodge officers of several grand juris- 
dictions is a valuable means of promoting fraternal re- 
lations. I have also discovered that,one may learn much 
from these meetings both as to what to do and sometimes 
as to what not to do. I believe that it is of especial value 
to the line officers who in turn will become Grand Mas- 
ters and, therefore, recommend to the Committee on Fi- 
nance that the appropriation for this work be increased 
so that the Grand Master may go himself, may send one 
of his line officers as a representative, and may on oc- 
casion take one or more with him. 


GRAND REPRESENTATIVES 


It has been my pleasure to appoint V.'.W.'.Brother 
Philip Cecil Bull, D. S. O., T. D., as Representative of 
the Grand Lodge of North Carolina near the United 
Grand Lodge of England; and Brother William O. Strong, 
of Mattoon, Illinois, as Grand Representative of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina near the Grand Lodge 
of Illinois. 


Last May I journeyed to New York accompanied by 
R.'.W.'.Herbert M. Foy, Deputy Grand Master, and W.'. 
Brother Glenn T. Proffit, Master of University Lodge, 
to present in person the commission as Grand Representa- 
tive of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina near the Grand 
Lodge of New York to R.'.W.'.John B. Smith, Jr., Past 
Master of Mistletoe Lodge No. 647, Brooklyn. Brother 
Smith is à very dear personal friend with whom I have 
been associated many years. I introduced his petition in- 
to Masonry and was very happy to have him as my rep- 
resentative. M.'.W.'.Richard A. Rowlands, Grand Mas- 
ter of Masons in New York, did us the honor of being 
present on that occasion and received us. 


I take pleasure in announcing the appointment of 
M.'.W.' Charles Bailey Newcomb as Representative of 
the United Grand Lodge of England near the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina and of Brother Leon Godown 
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as Grand Representative of the Grand Lodge of New 
Jersey near the Grand Lodge of North Carolina.

NEW LODGES 


I constituted Angier Lodge No. 686 on May 2, 1950; 
the following night, May 3, Fellowship Lodge No. 687 
in Durham, North Carolina; and on May 26, Cherry 
Point Lodge No. 688. These lodges all received their 
charters from the Grand Lodge. The ceremonies were 
well attended and the lodges give promise of being most 
successful. 

Scotland Neck Lodge, to which I issued a dispensa- 
tion, was instituted on October 26, 1950, with M.'.W.'. 
Watson N. Sherrod, Past Grand Master, as my represen- 
tative. I issued a dispensation to Mount Moriah Lodge 
of Statesville which was instituted on November 2, 1950, 
with the R.'.W.'.Herbert M. Foy, Deputy Grand Master, 
acting as my representative. I also issued a dispensation 
to Renfro Lodge of Mount Airy, North Carolina. This 
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was instituted by the M.'.W.'.J. Giles Hudson, Past Grand 
Master, as my representative, on December 18, 1950. If 
these lodges make proper reports to the Committee on 
Charters and Dispensations, I recommend that the char- 
ters be granted. 


It is encouraging to see new lodges being formed to 
take the place of old ones which have become dormant or 
to create new bodies in larger centers. 


The lodge at Enfield, at my request, very graciously 
gave the new lodge in Scotland Neck the furniture which 
had belonged to the former lodge in that place which had 
been placed with the lodge at Enfield when Scotland Neck 
Lodge became dormant. 


CORNERSTONES 


It was my privilege and pleasure to lay the corner- 
stone of the new lodge hall at Wallace, North Carolina, 
on October 2, 1950, and of the Master’s Cottage at Oxford 
Orphanage on January 23, 1951. R.'.W.'.Brother William 
H. White, Senior Grand Warden, laid the cornerstone of 
the new lodge building at Hamlet, North Carolina, at my 
request, on November 21, 1950. 


We are planning to lay the cornerstone of the hos- 
pital of the University tomorrow, April 18, 1951, at 
4:00 p. m. 


The law in regard to cornerstones is in principle 
correct. However, local conditions sometimes make it 
difficult to abide by the law. I therefore recommend that 
the first paragraph of Regulation 93-01 be revised and 
amended to read as follows: 


Regulation 93-01. Neither the Grand Lodge nor a 
subordinate lodge shall lay a cornerstone when the walls 
of the building have been laid above the level of the stone 
when set in its place unless ample space has been provided 
in the wall for laying the cornerstone properly according 
to Masonic usages and ceremonies. 


BOARD OF CUSTODIANS 


This board is one of the most valuable in the Grand 
Lodge. I have attended its meetings throughout the year 
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and have been much impressed by the earnestness of its 
members in promoting the cause of ritual within the 
Grand Lodge. The number of Certified Lecturers and 
Instructors has increased materially this year. We can 
and should confidently look forward to the time when 
we wil have at least one Certified Lecturer in every 
lodge. Reports from the District Deputies indicate that 
nearly every lodge in the state is able to do its work cred- 
itably. The institution of District Deputy Grand Lecturers 
has been a distinct success. I recommend that this be con- 
tinued. 


The holding of Schools of Instruction, district, re- 
gional, and lodge, have helped materially in the improve- 
ment of the ritual work. I recommend that this be con- 
tinued. | 


In many lodges Stewards are considered line officers. 
In some they are called upon to instruct the candidates. 
To enable them to prepare themselves to do the work 
properly, 1 recommend the following amendment to the 
Code: 


Regulation 30-03. Each subordinate lodge shall be en- 
titled to the loan and use of not more than seven copies of 
the Official Standard of the Work, which upon application 
shall be received by and accounted for as follows, one copy, 
only, to each: the Master, the Senior Warden, the Junior 
Warden, the Senior Deacon, the Junior Deacon, and each 
of the two Stewards. 67-10(10). 


COMMITTEE ON REVISION OF MASONIC CEREMONIES 


I have been in contact with this committee through- 
out the year. We have worked over the ceremonies and 
have tested most of them by actual use. Copies of these 
ceremonies have been sent to every lodge including the 
new ceremony for the installation of officers. The commit- 
tee is ready with its report. I recommend its adoption. 


I have also had a conference with the Committee on 
Revision of the Funeral Ceremony. This committee also 
has done a very fine piece of work. I recommend that 
this ceremony be approved for use as an alternate to the 
traditional ceremony by those who desire to use it. Those 
who prefer to continue with the traditional ceremony may 
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do so under these conditions. If the new ceremony proves 
as satisfactory as I think it will, it may at some future 
time displace the other but not at the present time. 


OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


This institution, the pride of all Masons in the state, 
is in fine shape. The general support given it by the Ma- 
sons has enabled it to carry on its work most generously. 

I am happy to report that the cornerstone has been 
laid for the Master's Cottage and that that building will 
be occupied by the fall. The Walker Cottage may then be 
abandoned. 

Work has begun on the York Rite Chapel which will 
be a beautiful addition to the Orphanage grounds as well 
as a most serviceable addition to the spiritual life of our 
children. I recommend the support of this work to all 
Master Masons. 


MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


I have attended the meetings of the board at the home 
and have found it in excellent shape. Plans have been 
made for the enlargement of the dining room and the ad- 
dition of a new kitchen. I recommend the usual appro- 
priation for this great institution. 


DEMOLAY 


In these days of materialism and corruption, it is even 
more important to hold before the youth of our land the 
high ideals of our fraternity. Nowhere can this be better 
done than by the formation and support of DeMolay 
chapters. M.'.W.'.Charles P. Eldridge is head of the or- 
ganization of DeMolay in North Carolina and he will be 
happy to render advice and assistance to any lodge which 
is willing and able to institute à chapter. I regard this 
of great importance and should urge careful considera- 
tion by all lodges. 


POWERS OF THE GRAND MASTER 


In the course of the year certain unhealthy instances 
called for intervention by the Grand Master. I found that 
the Code has placed limitations on the powers of the 
Grand Master to such an extent that it was impossible 
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for him to take the direct action that seemed advisable. 
I have requested the Committee on Masonic Jurispru- 
dence to prepare and introduce a set of amendments 
which will be necessary to make it possible for the Grand 
Master to take action when such action is necessary. 1 
hope and pray that these powers will never need to be 
invoked. The amendments will be presented at the proper 
time. 
WAIVERS OF PHYSICAL DISABILITY 


During the year I issued fifteen Waivers of Physi- 
cal Disability upon proper representation that the can- 
didates were able to comply with the laws of Masonry. 
One request for such waiver was refused upon advice to 
that effect from the Master. 


I found after some experience that it was advisable 
` to require the Master of the lodge in which the petition is 
received, involving physical disability, to investigate the 
petition personally and report to me whether or not in 
his opinion the candidate could comply with the law. 
When he reported favorably, I issued the waiver. In the 
one case the Master reported unfavorably and I denied 
the waiver. This places responsibility where it properly 
belongs since it is impossible for the Grand Master to 
see these petitioners personally and judge for himself. I 
recommend that this practice be followed by succeeding 
Grand Masters according to their will and pleasure. 


DISPENSATIONS 


I am happy to report that only one lodge failed to 
hold its election at the proper time. So I only issued one 
dispensation to hold an election apart from the usual 
stated communication. 


I issued six dispensations to lodges to hold elections. 
to replace Wardens who had died or resigned. 


The small number of these dispensations indicates to. 
me a healthy state in the Craft in general. 


I received several requests from lodges to declare bal- 
lots illegal and void for minor reasons. These were con- 
sistently refused. As I explained in the district meetings 
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to the officers of the lodges, the time to take proper care 
of the ballot is before the ballot is taken. Once taken and 
the results entered in the minutes, only under extraor- 
dinary conditions can the ballot be revoked and a new 
. one held. The one instance when a ballot was held too 
soon, I allowed, properly, a second ballot. The lodge held 
the second ballot but failed to comply with Regulation 
78-01 of the Code relative to sending out written notices. 


Upon investigation by the District Deputy, at my 
request, I found that there was factionalism in the lodge. 
I instructed the District Deputy to have the Master sum- 
mon all members to be present at a meeting which I at- 
tended. After giving a severe lecture for the breach of 
the law and for the presence of factions in the lodge, I 
recalled their charter. I then gave the members of the 
lodge an opportunity to express themselves as to the cause 
of their actions and their intentions in the future. A full 
and free discussion followed during which the causes of 
faction were brought out and settled. After unanimous 
pledge to conform to the Code and to dwell together in 
peace and harmony, I restored the charter on the con- 
dition that I should have a written report from the offi- 
cers of the lodge at the Grand Lodge meeting on the con- 
ditions at the present time. When factions appear in a 
lodge, it ceases to be a lodge and becomes a discredit to 
Masonry. 


OFFICIAL OPINIONS 


(1) I granted permission to Rolesville Lodge No. 683 
to perform a Masonic funeral for a brother who had been 
a member in good standing for over thirty-five years and 
who had become mentally incompetent at the time his 
lodge became dormant. It was impossible for him to 
affiliate with another lodge and I felt that under Regu- 
lation 90-18, as well as by the brotherly consideration 
involved, he was entitled to the honor of a Masonic fun- 
eral. 


(2) I refused permission to a cemetery association to 
use Masonic insignia in a section of the cemetery to be 
set aside for members of the Masonic order since I felt 
this was a purely commercial proposition. 
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(3) I ruled that military personnel in the neighbor- 
hood of Cherry Point Lodge but not actually in this juris- 
diction could not apply for membership without waivers 
from the nearby lodges in whose jurisdiction the peti- . 
tioners dwelled. 


(4) In the case of a petitioner to Snow Lodge No. 
363, I ruled that since he had resided at Fort Bragg for 
over a year previous to moving to Boone, he was in the 
jurisdiction of the Fort Bragg Lodge and a waiver should 
be secured from that lodge before Snow Lodge could ac- 
cept his petition. 


(5) A lodge requested permission to produce a stage 
entertainment to which admission would be charged. 
After investigating the entertainment plans and feeling 
that it would in no way reflect discredit upon Masonry, 
I gave the lodge permission to proceed with instructions 
to be exceedingly careful that nothing was done which 
could bring criticism upon the lodge. 


(6) I ruled that a man residing in the District of 
Columbia but keeping voting residence in a town in North 
Carolina was not eligible to petition a lodge in North Car- 
olina. 

(7) A lodge requested permission to allow the PTA to 
hold a bazaar in the Masonic Temple building. Regulation 
49-03(16) specifically prohibits the use of any room of 
a Masonic building for the holding of a bazaar. I there- 
fore refused the permission. 


(8) A resident of E EE in military service 
petitioned a Vermont lodge. I ruled that under Regula- 
tion 47-06 (5) he was still under the jurisdiction of the 
Greensboro lodge and the Vermont lodge might request 
a waiver of jurisdiction in that case. 


(9) In the case of a brother who had a life member- 
ship in a lodge in Scotland but had transferred his active 
membership to Alberta and since had moved to North 
Carolina, I ruled that he could petition the North Caro- 
lina lodge on the basis of his demit from Alberta. His 
status in the Scotch lodge seemed to me to approximate 
our honorary membership. 


(10) I granted permission to a lodge to allow the Teen. 
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Age Club in the town to make use of the first floor of 
their building under proper chaperonage. 


(11) I granted permission to Wallace Lodge No. 595 
to meet temporarily on the ground floor of a building 
until their own lodge building could be completed, on con- 
dition that the windows be made soundproof and the 
building properly guarded against eavesdroppers. 


(12) I ruled that it was against our Masonic Code to 
allow a grocer who has the first floor of a Masonic build- 
ing to sell beer in bottles since I felt this might reflect 
discredit upon Masonry. 


(13) I granted permission to Dunn's Rock Lodge in 
Brevard to meet in the hall of the Woodmen of the World 
until their new temple was completed. 


(14) I granted permission to Wake Forest Lodge to 
put up a one-story building on condition that the build- 
ing as planned should be soundproof. After the building 
was completed I visited the hall with Past Grand Master 
Hubert M. Poteat and tested out the quality. Brother 
Poteat and I both satisfied ourselves that the building 
was soundproof. It is a very beautiful little building and 
I suggest that other lodges which are planning to build 
might well investigate it. 


(15) I granted permission to Cherry Point Lodge to 
hold its installation ceremony in the Scottish Rite Temple 
in New Bern, which is in the adjoining jurisdiction, be- 
cause no suitable place was available for this ceremony 
in Havelock. 


(16) I granted permission to Waynesville Lodge No. 
259 to hold a meeting in the Armory in Waynesville for 
the conferring of the Third Degree on condition that the 
building should be properly tyled. 


(17) I granted permission to Hiram Lodge No. 40 
to hold a communication for the exemplification of the 
Third Degree in the Raleigh Memorial Auditorium on the 
occasion of the visitation of the Pittsburgh Visitation 
Club, on condition that the building should be properly 
tyled. 


(18) I granted permission to Widow’s Son Lodge No. 
519 to meet in the hall of Roanoke Lodge No. 203 at Wel- 
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don until such time as they are able to get back into their 
own lodge hall, the building of which had been con- 
demned. 


(19) The hall of Dan River Lodge No. 129 was de- 
stroyed by fire. In the fire, they lost their charter. I 
therefore granted permission to this lodge to proceed with 
its Masonic labors in the same full and complete manner 
as they would have done if their charter had not been de- 
stroyed, until the next annual communication of the 
Grand Lodge. I also granted them permission to meet in 
the hall of Leaksville Lodge No. 136 until they could se- 
cure quarters in their own town of Madison. 


GRAND MASTERS’ CONFERENCE 


It was my privilege to attend the Grand Masters’ 
Conference in Washington as Grand Master and I en- 
joyed the pleasure and honor of being asked to deliver 
an address on this occasion. All forty-nine jurisdictions in 
the United States were represented, along with the Grand 
Masters from the provinces of Canada, Mexico, Cuba, 
and Chile. Principal discussion at the meeting centered 
around the program of Masonic education and more par- 
ticularly the question of recognition of other grand 
lodges. This is a matter that needs careful study and con- 
sideration which it is at present receiving from our 
Committee on Foreign Correspondence. 


It was a great privilege to attend the breakfast given 
by Brother Land, founder and director of DeMolay, 
which was attended by the President of the United States, 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, most of the cabinet officers and many of the lower 
officers of government. Addresses were delivered by 
Brother Vinson, Congressman Rayburn, Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, and Secretary of Defense Brother 
George Marshall, as well as by M.’.W....Harry S. Truman, 
Past Grand Master of Masons in Missouri, and President 
of the United States. The theme of the addresses was 
the need for unity in our present crisis and a call upon 
all Masons to lend wholehearted support in the difficult 
position in which our government finds itself. I commend 
this thought to your consideration. 
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GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 

It was impossible for me to be present at this meet- 
ing. We were represented there by M.'.W.'.Thomas J. 
Harkins. He will make his report. Many grand lodges are 
contributing the sum of $1.00 for every newly made 
Master Mason to the support of this worthy enterprise. 
I ask the Committee on Finance to consider the question 
as to whether or not this Grand Lodge should act accord- 
ingly. 


MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 


M.'.W.'.Thomas J. Harkins attended this meeting in 
company with myself, R.'.W.'.Herbert M. Foy, and other . 
Grand Lodge officers who were present in Washington. 
A special plea was made for the raising of more funds 
for the conduct of the Hospital Visitation Service. The 
Grand Masters present pledged themselves to do all they 
could to raise needed funds. 


In the course of the year I visited the hospitals in 
North Carolina with representatives of the Service As- 
sociation. I was much impressed with the character of 
the representatives, the work they were doing, and the 
way in which they were received by the patients in the 
hospitals, both brethren and those who are not Masons. 
This is a most valuable service and deserves support. 
I recommend that the sum now appropriated for the 
relief of European Masonry, no longer needed for that 
purpose, be transferred to the appropriation of the Ma- 
sonic Service Association hospital work and that. such 
other funds be raised by personal contributions as may 
be possible. This work should not be allowed to lapse in 
North Carolina because of lack of support. 


STATE OF THE CRAFT 


Reports of the District Deputies, as well as my own 
observations, indicate that the Craft is in a more flour- 
ishing condition. There are 327 chartered lodges and.3 
acting under dispensation. Other bodies are planning to 
ask for dispensation. The number of petitions for degrees 
has exceeded the number certified in 1949. The total 
number of Masons on December 31, 1950, was 50,447. 
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All lodges have filed their 1950 returns and paid their in- 
debtedness to the Grand Lodge. The Grand Lodge is 
financially strong. A large number of lodges are build- 
ing or planning to build, others have improved their halls 
notably. I visited a number of smaller lodges in the state 
and found none of the conditions reported by previous 
Grand Masters of slovenly care of lodge halls. I again 
urge the lodges to make full use of the valuable and free 
service of the Lodge Service Commission, in the purchase 
of property and in the drawing of plans. I look forward 
to the day when the Masonic hall in every town will be 
a place to which the citizens of the town will point with 
pride. 
ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 


This has been a very wonderful year. I wish to ac- 
knowledge my indebtedness to the Past Grand Masters, 
the officers of the Grand Lodge, and the District Depu- 
ties who have worked so well with me. I have received 
honorary membership in a number of lodges. To them I 
extend my appreciation and thanks. 

It was my privilege on March 26 to go a second time 
to Brooklyn, New York, to receive honorary membership 
in Mistletoe Lodge No. 647, in a measure taking me back 
to the place of my Masonic origin. The Grand Master of 
New York, M'W' Richard A. Rowlands, did me the 
honor of attending this meeting also and receiving me. 


I wish to express my particular thanks to the many 
brethren who have driven for me on my trips. Worship- 
ful J. Marvin Mangum of Durham, former District Dep- 
uty Grand Master of the Twenty-First District, drove 
me some nineteen times. For this service I designated 
him “Grand Chauffeur to the Grand Master" thus cre- 
ating by fiat a new position in the Grand Lodge. Several 
others, however, have taken his place on other trips, for 
the most part brethren in Chapel Hill. 


To the brothers and their ladies who have entertained 
Mrs. Caldwell and myself on our trips around the state, 
I express our sincere thanks and appreciation. We have 
met many fine people and have had a very wonderful 
time. I hope that all this entertainment has not been 
merely for the title of Grand Master and that some of 
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you will remember me simply as Brother Wallace E. 
Caldwell, Master Mason. 


I do not intend to sit down and rest and refresh my- 
self beyond what is necessary after such a year. I pledge 
my cooperatioon and assistance to the future Grand Mas- 
ters, to the Grand Lodge, and to the Craft in general. I 
wish all the brethren of the Grand Lodge the greatest 
possible personal and fraternal prosperity, good health 
and success in the coming year. ,

Petitions and applications which are completed properly are us- 
ually processed and returned to the Secretary of the lodge the 
same day they are received in this office. Others are handled as 
promptly as other necessary work in this office will permit. We 
implore your cooperation! 


Membership statistics which immediately follow this re- 
port have been prepared to show you something of the growth 
in membership and in lodges in our Grand Jurisdictions. While 
this growth is now slowing down to some extent our mem- 
bership and the number of our subordinate lodges promise to 
continue to grow for some time to come. This growth has neces- 
sitated an increased staff, additional equipment, more files, etc.— 
all of which have had to be crowded into approximately the same 
space as that occupied by the Grand Secretary's Office when the 
membership of our lodges was one-half its present number. We 
hope that the Grand Lodge will give attention to the need for 
larger and more adequate quarters for its administrative offices. 
A. detailed report of our needs as to personnel, equipment, etc., will 
be placed before the Committee on Finance, and we again earnestly 
solicit your cooperation “for the good of Masonry."

And, finally, I am personally grateful to the many Brethren 
who have cooperated with us during the difficult year through 
which we have just passed, including especially M.'.W.'.Brother

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 12) 
Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren: 


I come not tonight with an excellency of speech, nor 
as one with the wisdom to speak with authority. I come 
not as a Master to draw designs upon the trestle-board, 
nor even as a Fellowcraft to present a specimen of skill. 


When I think of the distinguished brethen of this 
Grand Lodge who have been honored by the appointment 
which has been afforded me by the Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, and consider the thoughts of wisdom, in- 
struction and inspiration they have given this Grand 
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Lodge, I am filled with a sense of deep humility, and the 
realization of my inability to follow where they have trod. 


I do come, however, my brethren, with a profound 
appreciation for, and an abiding faith in, the institution 
of Freemasonry. I am grateful for this opportunity to 
express before you, who are co-workers in this laudable 
undertaking, my gratitude to those whom it has been my 
pleasure to know and love, who have been an inspiration 
to me through the years, and upon whose lives I looked, 
and saw the kind of person I should like to become. 


I should like for you, all of you, who are active in 
lodges—and the fact that you are present to assist in the 
transaction of the business of this Grand Lodge would 
indicate that you are active— to think with me for just 
a very few moments upon a phase of Masonry that seems 
to me not only important, but imperative, if Masonry 
is to fulfill the noble duty for which it is called. 

As true and loyal Masons, we find three duties con- 
fronting us: (a) A duty to those who have gone before 
us; (b) A duty to those who now come among us; (c) A 
duty to those who will follow us. 


I speak primarily of the spiritual values of Masonry. 
We all know that Masonry has enjoyed a long, useful and 
influential life, beset at intervals in its history by its 
natural enemies, even at times buried on the brow of the 
hill, but only for a while, because in due course it rose 
again, and flourished with even greater beauty and use- 
fulness in the lives of men. I am prone to believe that 
had it not been for the foundation upon which it was 
originally built by those who have gone before us, it 
would not have withstood the storms through which it 
has passed. And that foundation is God. 

If then, the foundation is God, primarily our Order 
is of the spirit, spiritual. 

I think of Masonry as I think of the Books of the 
Great Light in Masonry. We are told the prophets of 
ancient times wrote the prophecies; that David wrote 
Psalms; that the Apostles wrote the Gospels. Who wrote 
them, when they were written, matters not. This we 
know—they were written, and have been given to us for 
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our direction through this life. Without them, man would 
not know from whence he came or whither he goest. 

So it is with the degrees of Masonry. From whence 
they came, and how they came, we know not. But they 
are here, and have been given to us, to be held in our 
custody, and to be used for the building of the Temple 
of Brotherhood. 


We revere the memories of the Mackeys and the 
Pikes, who gave us light on light. We glory in the mem- 
ory of Paul Revere, Benjamin Franklin, Anson of Texas, 
Joshua Taylor of Michigan, Sam Houston, Joseph War- 
ren, Washington and Webb. To these and thousands of 
others, those unknown, unsung, unheralded, forgotten 
brethren, without whose patient labors and unselfish 
giving, our lodges would not have lived, we bow in hum- 
ble gratitude for that which they have given us. 

I am thinking particularly tonight, my brethren, of 
our duties and responsibilities as Masons to those who 
now come among us. Your duty and mine to those who 
come to the West Gates of our lodges as seekers of light, 
asking to be led out of the shadows into the light of 
realities. 

It is astounding to those who look upon the degrees in 
Masonry as a spiritual force, to observe the attitude that 
many brethren, and some of the leaders of lodges have 
toward those degrees, particularly the Sublime Degree 
of Master Mason. 


I make reference to those of our membership, of 
which every lodge has some—and one is too many—who 
slap the candidate on the back and say: “Old boy, I 
could not be present when you were initiated or when 
you were passed, but I will be there when you take tne 
third," and then probably offering to bet he will back 
down before he finishes. 


Frequently the terrors of the Third Degree are ex- 
pounded with laughter, winks, and apparent enjoyment 
by those who for the sake of a moment’s amusement—if 
it can be so termed—attempt to make the candidate fear 
that which later proves to be a soul-stirring, never for- 
gotten experience. When the degree is conferred and em- 
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phasis is put upon the physical, rather than upon the 
spiritual at an important part of the degree—for the 
benefit of those on the sidelines—rather than upon the 
spiritual—we have destroyed for the candidate, who 
passes that way only once, something we cannot restore. 


Too frequently, when the degree is completed, we 
tell the candidate to have a seat with the brethren, and 
there he sits, and in due course he is numbered among 
those who are dropped for N.P.D., because he has not 
received that for which he asked-—Light. 


The Third Degree is the climax, and is a teaching of 
man's hope. It is the answer to Job's question, “If a man 
die, shall he live again?" To make it other than beauti- 
ful, impressive and solemn is to debase that which is 
sacred and sublime. 


Every degree in Masonry is a guidepost to keep us 
within due bounds of God's great highway. The manne: 
in which we look upon the degrees will determine what 
they will mean to us, and in turn, what they will mean 
to those who come among us. 


A candidate comes to the door knowing nothing of 
the Fraternity beyond the fact that it is an association 
of men in an Order which has had the approbation of 
leaders of men for hundreds of years. Upon the impres- 
sion we make on him when he receives the degrees will 
depend not only the kind of Mason he becomes, but in 
some respect, the judgment the world will make of Ma- 
sonry, since it can only judge the institution by the in- 
dividual. 


Our degrees “bring men to light,” teaching them to 
see the moral order of the world in which they must 
learn their duty and find their true destiny. We cannot 
expect the neophyte to appreciate the true meaning of 
the degrees unless we, ourselves, feel it, and apply it in 
our everyday lives. 


An examination of the apathy among a large number 
of our brethren will doubtless reveal the fact that it is 
due largely to a lack of knowledge and comprehension 
of the spiritual values and philosophy of Masonry. He 
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that has a comprehensive conception of the beauty of 
Masonry never loses interest. On the contrary, as his 
knowledge increases, his interest grows. 


Sitting in the sanctuary of a beautiful church one 
Sunday morning, I observed the beauty of the stained 
glass windows. I returned that evening and observed 
the same windows, but the beauty had disappeared. They 
were a mass of darkness. The thought came to me then 
that without the light beyond we cannot see the beauty. 
The degrees in Masonry can be “the light beyond" which 
will enable us to see the beauty and glory of that which 
is a sound philosphy of life. 


If tonight the Masons of North Carolina could be 
filled with a forceful realization of the spiritual values 
of our great institution, what a regeneration there 
would be. If we would give to those who come among us 
the same realization of its spiritual power and glory, 
there would need be no fear concerning that which lies 
before us. Regardless of how dark and difficult the path 
may be, we would have a consolation which the world 
can neither give nor take away. 


Most Worshipful Car! H. Claudy, our distinguished 
brother and Masonic scholar, expressed Masonry most 
beautifully. Said he: “Gentle Masonry is seeking to bring 
men ‘to light'—not simply symbolically, but morally and 
spiritually is trying to lift the shadow of evil, ignorance 
and injustice off the life of man. It is a benign labor to 
which we may well give the best that we are—or hope 
to be—toiling to spread the skirts of light, that we and 
all men may see what is true and do what is right.” 


One of the most important steps toward progress 
was the institution of the Lodge System of Masonic Edu- 
cation in this Grand Jurisdiction. The more true values 
of Masonry given to candidates as they receive the de- 
grees, the better lodges North Carolina will have. 


In all phases of our lives we are custodians, admin- 
istrators and chief executives of life and all its gifts. 
We either exercise those gifts or we fail miserably in 
our responsibilities to those who will follow us. 

I am reminded of the first year I served as District 
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Deputy Grand Master. Near the end of the year I had 
a report on every lodge in the district, with the exception 
of one. I had learned that this particular lodge met very 
seldom, and was almost dormant. I called the Master of 
that lodge, requesting that he call a special communica- 
tion, in order that I might meet with them and be in a 
position to make a report to the Grand Master. 


On the appointed evening it was cold and raining, 
and I drove some thirty miles to that lodge. I made my 
way up a flight of stairs to the lodge room, where I met 
six members of the lodge: Presently, the Master came in. 
I realized there was a barrier between the brethren of 
that lodge and myself before the lodge was opened; a 
barrier that had to be penetrated before I could be of any 
service. 


I think of that Master now—an elderly gentleman 
with gray hair and a moustache. Uncle Charlie, I learned 
to call him. God bless his memory—he was the salt of the 
earth type. I can see him making his way to the East. 
He very coolly invited me to have a seat with him in the 
East, and I did. His sincerity appealed to me as he 
opened the lodge, using the old, old ritual. After declar- 
ing the lodge opened in due form, Uncle Charlie reached . 
into his pocket and brought forth a pipe. From another 
pocket came a knife, and he very slowly began to ream 
the cake out of the pipe. Seconds seemed like hours, and 
I was truly nervous. After having cleaned the pipe, he 
filled it with R.J.R. tobacco, and proceeded to light it. 
After he got it going full force, he said very solemnly: 
“Brethren, this Special Communication has been called 
at the request of and for the benefit of the District Dep- 
uty Grand Master." He then turned to me and said, “My 
son, here it is. What will you do with 1t?” He told me 
later that they thought I had come to the lodge that night 
with an order from the Grand Master to arrest the 
charter. 

I have thought many, many times of the question 
Uncle Charlie asked me that night after he had opened 
the lodge: “My son, here it is. What will you do with 
it?’ This same question may be proposed here tonight. 
We have received what we have by request. It has been 
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given to us for our benefit. What will we do with it? 
Upon examination we find that our efforts in this. 
life are for others—those who follow us, our sons and 
daughters-—that they may have even a better world than. 
we had given to us. The history of the races of men is. 
a history of progress. We cannot fail those who follow us. 
We, as Master Masons, have even a greater respon- 
sibility than the profane because it has been our privilege 
to kneel at the sacred altar of Masonry; the privilege of 
having been brought from darkness to Masonic light. 


Many years ago an unknown poet phrased the philos-. 
» ophy of Masonry in these words: 


An old man, going a lone highway, 
Came at the evening, cold and gray, 
To a chasm, vast and deep and wide, 
Through which ran a sullen tide. 


The old man.crossed in the twilight dim; 
The sullen stream had no fears for him, 
But he turned when safe on the other side, 
And built a bridge to span the tide. 


“Old Man," said a fellow pilgrim near, 
“You are wasting your time building here; 
You will never again pass this way, 

Your journey will end with closing day. 


“You have crossed the chasm deep and wide; 
Why build you this bridge at eventide ?”’ 

The builder lifted his old gray head, 

“In the way that I come,” he said, 

“There follows after me today, 

A youth whose feet must pass this way. 


“This sullen stream, that has been as naught to me, 
May to the fair haired youth a pitfall be; 

He, too, must cross in the twilight dim; 

My friend, I am building this bridge for him.” 


My brethren, ours is a rich heritage. May the pages. 
of history record that we were good stewards of that: 
heritage. Let us not grow weary in well doing, for in. 
due season we shall reap, if we faint not. , 

That which we shall reap will be Master's wages. '

PRESENTATION OF JOSEPH MONTFORT MEDALS 
FOR DISTINGUISHED SERVICE TO MASONRY 


THE M.'.W.' GRAND MASTER: 


Now, it is my happy privilege also as Grand Master to present 
three medals, known as the Joseph Montfort Medals for distin- 
guished service to Masonry. 


The first award goes to W.'.Brother Fred Clinton Kinzie, 
born on September 29, 1897, in Logan County, Colorado. The De- 
grees were conferred on him in Western Star Lodge No. 91, Ruth- 
erfordton, North Carolina. In 1928, he became a charter member 
of Spindale Lodge No. 673. Past Master, District Deputy Grand 
Master, Certified Lecturer, and for the past three years, Grand 
Lecturer. It is my great pleasure to present this. 


A brother who has come to mean a good deal to me this year 
because of his exceedingly large service to Masonry. He has been 
serving in Masonry a good many years, a man who has put time, 
energy, and himself into the work of the Grand Lodge, with very 
little recognition, W.'.Brother Hugh Williamson Prince, born in 
Harnett County, North Carolina, on October 25, 1896. The De- 
grees were conferred on him in Palmyra Lodge No. 147 in Dunn in 
1918 and 1919. Past Master, Certified Lecturer, District Deputy 
Grand Master, Member of Committee on Finance, and Chairman 
of the Committee on the Revision of Masonie Ceremonies. Hugh, 
it's a great pleasure. 


My brethren, once in a while, we lose a good man, who gets. 
born down here and then, taking the lessons that he learned here, 
wanders away to spread the light elsewhere. Enoch Dorron Flow- 
ers was born in Fremont, Wayne County, North Carolina, on De- 
cember 5, 1888. He attended school in Caswell County, North Car- 
olina, and later in Boydton, Viginia. He was made a Mason in 
Brunswick Lodge No. 52 in Lawrenceville, Virginia, in 1911; af- 
filiated with Atlantic Lodge No. 2 in Norfolk; made a Royal Arch 
Mason in Norfolk; joined Dalcho Consistory in 1919; also Acca. 
Temple of the Shrine in 1919. He has a long and distinguished 
Masonic career in Virginia. 


It has been my pleasure to be acquainted with M.'.W .'.Brother 
Flowers, a Past Grand Master of Masons in Virginia, during the 
past several years. I have seen him in action in his own Grand 
Lodge, and in other Grand Lodges, where he has made a distin- 
guished record as one of the outstanding Grand Masters of Ma- 
sons in the United States. It gives me a great deal of pleasure to 
present this medal to a native North Carolinian, now Past Grand 
Master of Masons in Virginia.

M.'.W.' BROTHER DOUGALD J. M. McLEAN: Most Worshipful 
"Grand Master and Brethren of North Carolina: It is indeed a 
very great pleasure—yes, a high honor for me to bring to the 
Masons of North Carolina the fraternal greetings of the Grand 
Lodge and the Masons of New Brunswick. It was my happy privi- 
lege to meet your Most Worshipful Grand Master in California 
and again in the Grand Masters’ Conference in Washington, and 
at that time, I was pleased to accept his invitation to visit with 
him at this communication of this Grand Lodge.

It has been a great pleasure for me to come down 
here and meet with you and listen to the oration of your Grand 
Orator. I was deeply impressed. I was highly pleased to be able 
to hear the grand opera singer and to listen to our good friend, 
Dr. Poteat, officiate at the piano. 


I do not think that there is any message that I could leave 
with you this evening of a Masonic nature.

M.'.W..BROTHER CARLOS M. PINEIRO Y DEL CUETO: Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina and Brethren: 


Very seldom have I enjoyed such an honor and privilege of 
addressing, as Grand Master of the Cuban Masons, such a dis- 
tinguished gathering of Brothers, presided over by the eminent 
Professor and Scholar, my dear friend and Brother, Wallace E. 
Caldwell. 


When I call Brother Caldwell an eminent Professor and 
Scholar, I mean exactly what I say, as in my long career as a 
Mason, the last three years as Grand Master of the Grand Lodge 
of Cuba, I have had the opportunity of contacting many members 
of our fraternity, including most of the Grand Masters in this 
continent, and I can tell you, members of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, that you must be proud of your leader, as he 
is second to none in capacity, intelligence, knowledge and wisdom. 
Let the Grand Architect of the Universe save him for a Ee 
many years more. 
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The invitation extended to me to attend this convention by 
Brother Caldwell, is one that I could hardly refuse to accept, in 
spite of the tremendous task ahead of me in the Cuban Jurisdic- 
tion, but it has always been my ardent desire to visit North Car- 
olina, the birth-place of Masonry in this continent, as the first 
Masonic Lodge was founded here in the town of Halifax, more 
than two hundred years ago, so marking the introduction of this 
wonderful institution of ours in this side of the world. 


Great is our debt to those of our forefathers who brought

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
MASONIC EDUCATIONAL LOAN FUND 
(Docket No. 13) 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
Educational Loan Fund was read, received, entered on 
the record, and referred to the Committee on Finance: 
To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


One year ago, your Committee on the Masonic Educational 
Loan Fund reported to you that it held U. S. Government Bonds 
costing $90,962.00 plus uninvested cash of $1,850.25. This repre- 
sents the amount recaptured from the thirty-one institutions to 
which the original $85,000.00 was allotted, plus the interest receiv- 
ed on the bonds held. 


. Due to the inactivity of the Fund and the improbability of 
collecting any worthwhile additional amount from the participat- 
ing institutions in the near future, we recommend that your Com- 
mittee be instructed to liquidate the Fund as follows: First: That 
- each participating institution be advised that any assets of the 
fund now in their hands be considered a donation from the Ma- 
sonic Educational Loan Fund and that they need not make any 
further reports to the Committee. This has been done. 


Second: That the available assets of the Fund be distributed 
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in accordance with the direction of this Grand Lodge at its reg- 
ular 1951 session. 


During the year, $1,047.50 additional interest has been re- 
ceived, bringing the uninvested cash to $2,897.75. The bonds which 
have a maturity value of $108,200.00 were purchased over a pe- 
riod of years beginning in August 1943 and continued through Jan- 
uary 1949. Their maturity dates begin in August 1955 and end in 
January 1961. Of these bonds, $41,900.00 are “G” bonds and were 
purchased at face value and pay interest every six months. 
$66,300.00 are “F” bonds and were purchased at 74% of maturity 
valué with interest accruing over the years adding to their sur- 
render value. In both cases the surrender value changes at the 
end. of each six months period. for each individual bond. 


The following shows the present cash value of the Fund's assets:

As the Grand Chapter and the Grand Commandery' are plan- 
ning to lay the corner stone. of the York Rite Memorial Chapel on 
the campus of Oxford Orphanage in the immediate future, they 
will have urgent need for their share of the Fund's assets, your 
committee recommends: 


First: That your Committee be instructed to liquidate a suf- 
ficient amount of its holdings in bonds to pay the Grand Chapter 
and the Grand Commandery their respective shares of the cash 
value of the Fund's assets on the date of liquidation, the shares to 
be in the same ratio as that contributed to the original $85,000.00 
by each participating body. 


Second: That the Grand Chapter and.the Grand Commandery 
be requested to designate, at their Annual Assembly in May next, 
the date on which they desire that the cash value be calculated 
and liquidation be made. 

Third: That the Scottish Rite be requested to indicate to the 
Committee if and when it desires to have its share calculated and 
returned to it. 


Fourth: That this Grand Lodge shall instruct its: Committee . 
what disposition to make of its share in the assets of the Fund. 


The following. shows the original contribution of each partei: 
pating body, the proportionate interest of each, the amount each 
should receive if liquidation is made immediately, and if liquida- 
tion is made six months hence. On any other date, the ratio would 
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be the same but the amount to be distributed will vary from month 
to month. ij e

R.'.W..BROTHER CLARENCE GLASS: Most Worshipful Grand 
Master, distinguished guests, members of the Grand Lodge of 
Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina and my 
Brethren all: Let me assure you of my extreme pleasure at being 
with you on this 164th Annual Communication. It just so happens 
that it is my privilege in representing the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master Richard A. Rowlands of New York. Unfortunately, he 
could not be with you due to other duties. But just before I left New 
York to come here to your meeting, I talked to him on the long dis- 
tance phone. He asked me to convey to you, Most Worshipful 
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- Grand Master, his personal greetings and also his regards, and al- 
so to officially convey to your jurisdiction the fraternal greetings 
of the 300,000 Masons in the Grand Jurisdiction of the State of 
New York, which I now do. When he asked me to come down here, 
I asked him this question: “Why me, Grand Master?” “Well,” he ` 
says, “You know, l was born in Brooklyn, lived there for fifty 
years or so, and I wanted one Brooklynite to represent another." 
You might say to me, “Can anything good come out of Brooklyn?" 
For that answer, I give you your Grand Master. It was my pleas- 
ure and privilege to have been with him on his visit to Brooklyn, 
together with some of his other Grand Lodge Officers. 


I was thrilled with the address of your orator, Brother Gilli- 
kin. I was deeply impressed. 


Just what is this Masonry of ours? What is this Masonry 
of ours that has survived the centuries? What is this Masonry 
of ours that has withstood and repelled the ravages of time and 
the eras of persecution and prosecution? What is this Masonry 
of ours that has drawn into its portals over the years and today 
is still attracting to its gates the finest and best citizens in many 
lands? Just what is this Masonry of ours that binds us together 
so tightly we call each other brother? Is it the so-called secret 
mysteries that intrigue us? Is it a cult of signs and symbols and 
a system of allegories and drama that fascinates us? Is it the 
magnificent temples or the beautiful lodge rooms that has placed 
our Fraternity where it is in the world today? Is it a series of de- 
grees and ritual that excites our imagination? My brethren, I don't 
think so. Masonry, as I see it, in the final analysis, is a way of 
life. It manifests itself in our daily contacts with our fellows. And 
someone has written or made the statement, “It is not what the 
tongue proclaims, but what the heart contains." Therein, my 
brethren, in my opinion, is our strength. Not what the tongue 
proclaims, but what the heart contains. This stresses the spiritual 
values as revealed to us in the Holy Writ—the Great Light of 
Masonry. Any structure built on a spiritual foundation is bound 
to be eternal: This dictates to us an innate desire to actually 
practice the fine Masonic virtue—charity, and to reaffirm our 
faith in Him, respecting our belief in the Fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man. And a steadfast conviction in, and a 
definite hope for, an eternal strength. That is why we are bound 
together with ties of brotherly love and affection, sharing each 
other’s joys and bearing each other’s sorrows. That is why we 
try to be sympathetic, considerate, and compassionate, to be tole- 
rant of others, and to render justice to all men. You know, to be 
tolerant, my brethren, it is far more essential to understand than 
to be understood. That, my brethren, is what I believe to be our 
Masonry. I’d just like to leave this one thought with you: It is 
not what the tongue proclaims, but what the heart contains. As 
a man thinketh in his heart, so is he. So the true Mason—pure of 
heart, and acting according to the dictates of his conscience, is 
building a structure with a spiritual foundation. Meeting the 
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world of tomorrow, which we hope will be one of universal peace 
and brotherhood when brother will no longer take up arms against 
brother, where we may worship God as we wish to worship Him, 
where we may be privileged to enjoy the blessings of freedom and 
liberty and of true democracy, but ever conscious of the fact that 
we owe a duty to our neighbors, to ourself, and family, and a firm 
allegiance to the flag of our country. Most Worshipful. Grand 
Master, I now wish to thank. you most sincerely for the oppor- 
tunity of being with you this evening. Thank you, my brethren. 


REPORT OF THE CODE COMMISSION 
(Docket No. 15) 


The following report of the Code Commission was 
read and entered on the record: 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Code Commission respectfully reports that the amendments 
to the Code approved by the Grand Lodge, April 19, 1950, have 
been printed and distributed as follows: 


3988 copies were printed. 


Free copies were mailed as follows: to each lodge two 
coples; one copy to each Grand Lodge line officer; each 
District Deputy Grand Master; each Past Grand Master, 
and to each Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodges in the 
United States. 


The remaining copies were deposited with the Grand Secretary. 


These amendments were mailed on July 14, 1950, and con- 
sisted of 29 pages of text and 14 pages of index, making a total 
of 43 pages of corrected items. All of these were printed on blue 
paper to enable District Deputy Grand Masters when inspecting 
the Code of various lodges to determine at a glance, if the new 
and corrected pages had been inserted. With these pages we sent 
a cover letter consisting of three pages carrying the instructions 
and also a list of new annotations and correction of errors made 
in printing the original book. 

No other matter has been referred to the Code Commission. 


We wish to call attention again to the following suggestion 
contained in our report of 1950: 

"that it would be an inexpensive service to the Craft if 

a digest of the enactments and resolutions of the Grand 

Lodge should be made at least every two years and print- 

ed, to be inserted as a part of the Appendix to THE 

CODE, with appropriate annotations and index."

. The Lodge Service Commission respectfully submits the fol- 
lowing report of its work during the past year: 


1. The Commission has received inquiries from sixteen lodges 
concerning the procedure required under Regulation 49-05(1), 
as-it relates to lodge building programs; and in every case, we 
have promptly furnished detailed information and proper forms 
on which to file applications. i

3. At the 1950 annual communication the Grand Lodge au- 
thorized the Lodge Service Commission to consider and approve 
or disapprove the petition of Hiram Lodge No. 40, William G. 
Hil Lodge No. 218, and Raleigh Lodge No. 500, all located at 
Raleigh, North Carolina, to enter into a joint enterprise with 
other Masonic Bodies located in Raleigh and for other purposes. 
After several conferences, the Lodge Service Commission worked 
- out with the Masonic Bodies located at Raleigh, a satisfactory 
form of charter for a corporation. Reference is hereby made to 
the Proceedings of 1950 at pages 83 and 170 for the said petition 
and the action of the Grand Lodge thereon. 


We now report that the three lodges in Raleigh together with 
Raleigh Chapter No. 10, Royal Arch Masons; Raleigh Comman- 
dery No. 4, Knights Templar; Carl A. Woodruff Lodge of Per- 
fection, Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry; and 
John C. Drewry Chapter of Rose Croix, Ancient & Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite of Freemasonry have entered into a joint enterprise 
known as the “Masonic Temple of Raleigh, Inc.", and these Bodies 
have obtained a charter from the Secretary of State of the State 
of North Carolina; the form of that charter having been first 
approved by the Lodge Service Commission. This joint enterprise 
was also approved by the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of North 
Carolina, the Grand Commandery of Knights Templar of the 
State of North Carolina, and by Illustrious Brother Thomas J. 
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` Harkins, 33°, Sovereign Grand Inspector General in North Caro- 
lina of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry. 

4. Under the provisions of Chapter 36 of THE CODE, it has 
not been necessary for the Commission to hold a meeting to or- 
ganize because the Grand Master names our Chairman and our 
business has been conducted by correspondence as permitted under 
Regulation 36-02. E

Be It Resolved, That Chapter 98 of THE CODE be amended 
by adding thereto Regulation 98-29 to read as follows: 


REG. 98-29. A Summary trial by the Grand Master may be 
held as follows: 


1. If the Grand Master, after investigation, believes that any 
Mason as hereinafter mentioned in Subsection two has violated, 
or has been a party to the violation of, the law of the Grand 
Lodge, he shall have the power and authority in his discretion 
to summarily try, and to punish, any such Mason as provided in 
this Regulation. 
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2. This Regulation and its Subsections shall apply: 


A. To a brother who has, or is, an officer and/or a mem- 
ber of the governing board, of any organization whose 
membership in such organization is dependent upon af- 
filiation with any Degree of Symbolic Masonry, and 


B. To any brother who was, or is, a member of any such 
organization if he was a party to any such violation. 


C. It shall also apply to any brother who has committed 
a felony (under the laws of the United States, or of 
the place where the act was committed), provided, no 
complaint, as described in the Trial Code, has been filed 
within sixty (60) days after the commission of the act. 


D. This Regulation shall apply only in such cases as are 
described in Subsections one and two. 


3. The Grand Master shall have the power and authority to 
conduct such investigation as he may deem proper and to summon, 
over his signature and the seal of his office, any Mason to give 
testimony or to produce books, records, documents, or other phy- 
sical evidence in his possession pertaining to the case, under the 
penalty provided in Regulations 92-05; 94-10(2), and 102-32 for 
failure or refusal to comply with such summons or to give testi- 
mony. 

4. The Grand Master may conduct such investigation and/or 
sueh summary trial, personally, or he may appoint one or more 
representatives, not to exceed five representatives, to conduct the 
same and to make recommendations to him; however, he shall 
determine the verdict and name the penalty over his official signa- 
ture and the seal of his office. Each of such representatives shall 
have attained the rank of Master or Past Master of a subordinate 
lodge, and they shall be members in good standing of different 
subordinate lodges in North Carolina other than the lodge of 
which the accused is or last was a member. 


9. The accused shall be informed in writing of the charge 
against him, and he shall be given not less than five days in 
which to be heard; he may have counsel, who shall be a Master 
Mason, and he may present testimony. 


The complaint or accusation and the summons to appear may 
be served on the accused either by delivering the same personally 
or by forwarding them by registered U. S. Mail to his last known 
address, and Regulations 99-16, 99-17, and 99-18 shall apply. 


Any other paper or notice required in such case to be served 
on the accused or any other Mason, may be served upon him, or 
upon an attorney who has appeared for him or who has been 
appointed by him and it may be forwarded by ordinary first 
class U. S. Mail to his last known address, or it may be served 
personally. 

6. At the same time that the complaint or accusation is served 
on the accused, two certified copies of the same shall be filed with 
the Grand Secretary; and he shall enter the same on his Docket 
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as required in Regulation 98-18; and within five days, he shall 
send, by first class mail, one certified copy thereof to the lodge 
of which the accused is or last was a member, if in North Caro- 
lina; and the provisions of Regulation 99-14(3) shall be observed. 


7. The procedure thereafter shall be had as the Grand Master 
‘shall direct, and in any such case it is not required that the Trial 
Code shall govern, except as specifically set forth in this Regula- 
tion, or as the Grand Master may order. 


. 8. In the event the accused is found guilty of the charge, the 
penalty shall be supension from all of the rights and privileges 
of Masonry, until the next annual communication of the Grand 
Lodge; however, if the gravity of the offense justifies it, in the 
opinion of the Grand Master, or if the Code prescribes it, the 
penalty shall be expulsion. The provisions of Chapter 105 may 
also be applied in the discretion of the Grand Master. (94-08) 


9. À copy of the judgment in the case shall be filed with 
the Grand Secretary within ten days after it has been signed by 
the Grand Master, and the Grand Secretary shall within ten 
days serve certified copies thereof on the accused and on the lodge 
of which the accused is, or last was, a member and the provisions 
-of Regulation 103-14 (3) shall be observed by that lodge. If the 
lodge is located in another Grand Jurisdiction the said certified 
copy shall be forwarded to the Grand Secretary of that Grand 
Jurisdiction. 


10. Not less than fifteen days before the next annual com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge the Grand Master shall make a 
ful report of his proceedings in the matter, and shall return to 
the Grand Secretary all testimony taken and all instruments, 
reports, and other documents, upon which the discipline was found- 
ed, all of which shall be referred to the Committee on Appeals 
as provided for in Chapter 106, as far as that Chapter can be 
made to apply to this Regulation, for its consideration and report 
to the Grand Lodge in the same manner as if an appeal had been 
perfected under that Chapter. If the penalty is suspension it shall 
terminate at the close of that annual communieation unless other 
action is taken in the case by the Grand Lodge. Regulation 106-19 
shall also apply. 


11. While the summary trial by the Grand Master as provided 
in this Regulation is pending, and has not been concluded, it shall 
be a bar to a trial of the accused for the same offense under 
the provisions of the Trial Code. Regulation 102-36 shall also 
apply. (99-05; 99-06) 


12. Any conflict between this Regulation or any subsection 
thereof, and any other law of the Grand Lodge, except the Con- 
stitution, shall be decided in favor of this Regulation. 


This amendment becomes effective the date of its adoption. 


(This proposal was adopted. See Page 170). 
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RESOLUTION TO AMEND THE CODE 
(Docket No. 32) 


The folowing resolution was presented, read, and 
referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence: 


Be It Resolved, That Subsection 3 of Regulation 103-06 be 
amended to make it read as follows: 

3. Reprimand, which shall be imposed in all cases where the 
charges are proven or confessed and where no other penalty is 
imposed; it shall be given in open lodge if possible, and by the 
Master or by a brother designated to do so by the Judge Advocate. 
In special cases when the presence of the accused cannot be reason- 
ably required, as when it would require a large expenditure of 
money, long distance of travel, or for other valid and satisfactory 
reasons, in the discretion of the Judge Advocate, the reprimand 
may be in writing, and a certified copy thereof served on the 
accused in any of the methods provided for the service of other 
documents in a trial. The reprimand, if in writing, shall be filed 
in the docket of the case in the office of the Grand Secretary. 

The Judge Advocate shall file a certified copy thereof with 
the lodge of which the accused is or last was a member and it shall 
be read at the next stated communication after its receipt and be 
entered upon the minutes. 

This amendment becomes effective the date of its adoption 
and repeals all prior Regulations and enactments which are incon- 
sistent or in conflict therewith, to the extent of such conflict.

REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO 
THE GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 36) 


The following report of the Representative to the 
George Washington Masonic National Memorial Associa- 
tion was read, entered upon the record, and referred to 
the Committee on Finance: 
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To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


As the official representative selected by this Grand Lodge, 
I attended the annual meeting of the George Washington Masonic 
National Memorial Association held in the Memorial Building on 
Shooters Hill at Alexandria, Virginia, February 22, 1951. 


The meeting was exceedingly well attended by representatives 
from practically everyone of the Grand Lodges of the United 
States as well as representatives from several foreign countries. 
Everyone in attendance marked the progress of the work on this 
Memorial. 


The Memorial Building itself is practically complete except 
for a few inside minor spaces. The library, which is located one 
hundred feet or more from the ground floor, has been furnished 
with dignified suitable bookcases and about all that remains to 
complete this beautiful room is the appropriate floor covering 
and suitable library furnishings such as tables, chairs, etc. 


The meeting was presided over by Illustrious Brother Elmer 
R. Arn of Ohio and Brother Arn, who has been President of the 
Association for several years, was re-elected for the year 1951. 


The several Grand Masters in attendance, or the Deputy 
Grand Masters, or other official representatives from the several 
Grand Jurisdictions filed on the stage, one after another and each 
announced the contribution of their respective jurisdictions to the 
Building Fund and to the Permanent Maintenance Fund. In the 
aggregate approximately $75,000.00 was contributed to the Build. 
ing Fund and approximately $51,000.00 was contributed to the 
Permanent Maintenance Fund. The Association has adopted the 
wise policy of building only so fast as the funds are made avail- 
able by these contributions. The Permanent Maintenance Fund is 
growing slowly but progressively. It is estimated that it will take 
approximately $750,000.00 to one million dollars to entirely com- 
plete the building and to suitably landscape the surrounding 
grounds. The estimate for the ultimate goal of the Permanent 
Maintenance Fund is placed at around two million dollars. It is 
my personal opinion that in view of the low rate of interest on 
securities and investments prevailing at this time the Permanent 
Maintenance Fund will ultimately have to be as high as three 
million dollars or more. | 


The Memorial in its practically completed form is a source 
of inspiration to everyone who visits the structure which over- 
looks the City of Washington and it is a fitting memorial to the 
Father of his Country and to our Brother Mason, the Illustrious 
George Washington.

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REPORT OF THE REPRESENTATIVE TO 
THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION OF 
THE UNITED STATES 
(Docket No. 37) 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Having been elected at the last Communication of this Grand 
Lodge as the representative to the Masonic Service Association, I 
attended the meeting of the Association held in the Statler Hotel, 
February 20, 1951. 


The meeting was well attended and there was present a rep- 
resentative for each Grand Lodge member of the Association. 
Thirty-six Grand Lodges are reported to be members of the Ma- 
sonic Service Association. There was general commendation ex- 
pressed of the work of the Association, particularly with respect 
to what it designates as its Welfare Work. 


One of the interesting events of the meeting was the presenta- 
tion of the report of the Executive Commission which, as usual, 
was presented in a most dignified, forceful and effective manner 
by our own Past Grand Master Brother Hubert M. Poteat. This 
report gave a detailed account of the activities of the Association 
during the past year and included as exhibits financial statements 
of the operations of the Association and its various departments. 


The outstanding feature of this report was the impassioned 
appeal it made to the Grand Lodges and other Masonic organiza- 
tions for increased contributions to the Welfare Work of the As- 
sociation, which I believe consists mainly of hospital visitations to 
hospitalized Masonic and other veterans of our armed forces. The 
report shows that during the year 1950 there was substantial fal- 
ling off of the contributions by Grand Lodges for this purpose with 
the result that the Association spent something over $100,000.00 
for this work more than was contributed by the Grand Lodges 
for that purpose. In round figures the Association spent about 
$184,000.00 for this purpose whereas the contributions amounted 
to only about $73,000. The deficit was made up by transferring 
substantially the whole amount from some reserve fund. Brother 
Carl Claudy stated, and the financial statement shows, that there 
is now left in this reserve fund only about $25,000.00 which means, 
of course, that unless the Grand Lodges and other bodies make up 
this deficit it will be necessary for the Association to materially 
curtail this activity. 


Another feature of the meeting was the address of the Chief 
Executive Director of this Welfare Work. His address was eloquent 
and constituted a strong appeal to the emotions of those present 
for increased contributions to carry on the work. It was stated by 
Brother Claudy and other speakers that if all of the Grand Lodg- 
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es, members of the Association would contribute ten cents per cap- 
ita, it would raise a fund sufficient to carry on this Welfare Work 
at its present level. However, the appeal was also made that the 
drive in the several jurisdictions should be for an appropriation 
of thirty or forty cents, or even fifty cents per capita with the 
idea of creating an additional reserve to meet the requirements in 
the event of another World War, the result of which would in- 
evitably create greater demands for this type of work . 


North Carolina has been contributing $1,500.00 annually to 
the Association's Welfare Work. This is in addition to the annual 
membership dues of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina to the 
ordinary activities of the Masonic Service Association. This is 
costing our Grand Lodge now appoximately twelve or fifteen hun- 
dred dollars a year. As I have pointed out in previous reports, the 
only direct service which the Masonic Service Association furnishes 
to the several Blue Lodges of our jurisdiction is the monthly bul- 
letin known as The Short Talk Bulletin. During the year 1949, with 
the authority of the then Grand Master, 1 made a canvass by ques- 
tionnaire of all of the Blue Lodges in North Carolina in an effort 
to ascertain the use the Lodges were making of these Short Talk 
Bulletins and the value of the bulletins to the Masons of North 
Carolina which are only distributed one copy to a lodge once each 
month by the Association. An analysis of the results of this can- 
vass is shown in my report to this Grand Lodge at the 1949 Com- 
munication and is printed in the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge 
for that year. I have been endeavoring to induce Brother Claudy 
and the Executive Committee to change the substance of these 
monthly bulletins so as to make their contents of more immediate 
interest to the Masons of the state and to enhance the value to 
the Lodges of these services, however, so far, I have been unable 
to accomplish a great deal in this effort. The canvass above re- 
ferred to revealed the fact that some twenty-five or thirty per 
cent of the Blue Lodges were not receiving the bulletin at all and 
that only approximately five per cent of the Blue Lodges were 
making any substantial use of the bulletin. This being the only 
direct service which the Association furnishes to the Masons of 
this State in consideration of its annual membership dues in the 
Association, I have been, and still am, convinced that this service 
could be improved. 


It is my understanding that M.'.W.'.Grand Master Wallace 
E. Caldwell will suggest in his report that owing to the fact that 
no further funds for foreign aid will be needed the $2,000.00 an- 
nually appropriated by this Grand Lodge for that purpose be 
transferred to the Masonic Service Association to supplement the 
$1,500.00 which the Grand Lodge contributes annually to the As- 
sociation for that purpose. This appears to be an appropriate 
solution of this question of funds, so far as North Carolina is 
concerned, for the so-called Welfare Work of the Masonic Service 
Association. | 
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It is recommended that the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
continue its membership in the Masonic Service Association for 
another year.

The M.'.W.'.Grand Master recognized M.'.W.'.Broth- 
er Rudolph R. Cooke, Grand Master of Masons in Vir- 
ginia. 

M.'.W..BRoTHER RUDOLPH R. COOKE: 

Most Worshipful Grand Master, Distinguished Guests, my 
Brethren of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina: It is always 
a delightful pleasure for me to return to the State of North 
Carolina. I am delighted to be here on this occasion for many 
reasons. First, because I should be here at the Grand Lodge 
over which your Most Worshipful Grand Master Caldwell pre- 
sides. Secondly, because we are meeting here in this city of 
Chapel Hill where the historic University of North Carolina is 
seated. North Carolina has many sacred ties for me, as I have 
recited to you many times in this Grand Lodge—not only being 
the land of my nativity, but I still have very close ties here in 
North Carolina. My mother—now 76 years of age—still lives over 
here in Martin County, North Carolina. My father, who passed 
on in 1917, is buried there. He received his Masonic degrees over 
in Stonewall Lodge in Robersonville, North Carolina. Back in those 
days which were horse and buggy days, 35 or 40 miles from a 
lodge was quite a distance to travel. I know that my father did 
not perhaps attend every meeting of that lodge every time the 
door was open, but I do know that he practiced.good Masonry all 
the years of his life during which I had the privilege of being 
with him. Those years that I had the privilege of being with my 
father, the examples that he set for me had much to do with my 
anxiety and my desire to become a Master Mason. I wonder if, 
in these times, that we in these fast days fast moving days— 
stop to think about just what kind of an example we are setting 
before the younger generation. I hope that we stop to think about 
it more. 


I am not here this morning to make an address. I am only 
here to tell you just how happy I am to be with. you, how wonder- 
ful it is always to be with the brethren of North Carolina. I have 
enjoyed your very fine hospitality on many occasions. I have had 
the privilege of visiting your Grand Lodge as the Grand Senior 
Warden and Deputy Grand Master, and Í am delighted to have 
the privilege of being here on this occasion as the Grand Master 
of the Commonwealth of Virginia, to bring you the greetings of 
our now upward of 59,000 Masons. 


I would like to say to your Most Worshipful Grand Master 
that as Grand Master of Masons in Virginia, and representing 
those brethren of that jurisdiction, we are very much indebted 
to him for the very fine recognition that he gave to our junior 
Past Grand Master, Most Worshipful Enoch D. Flowers, at the 
meeting last evening, in presenting to him the Joseph Montfort 
Medal. We are very much indebted to him and the brethren of 
North Carolina. 
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I have been away from North Carolina now since 1916. I 
moved to Virginia. We might use the term "migrated." I believe 
your Most Worshipful Grand Master has a term he used as strayed, 
so if that be what it is, I strayed from North Carolina back in 
1916. But I do have the privilege of visiting North Carolina quite 
often, and it is always a pleasure to be here. 


Your Right Worshipful Grand Secretary on my first visit 
here, I thanked him very much for his invitation to be present 
and he said, *Remember this: You are a North Carolinian, and 
you're always invited here. Even if we forget to invite you, come 
anyway." That might be a dangerous thing for him to say, but I 
took it to heart, and Brethren, I expect you'll see me around. I 
think I shall follow the advice of a young fellow I heard some time 
ago. He was suddenly relieved of his services in a certain industrial 
plant. He was one of those colored gentlemen. He could still read 
but his way of figuring things out was a little bit different, no 
doubt, than ours. It appeared that he had been away from the 
service quite a number of days without permission, on quite a 
number of occasions. He received a letter from the company re- 
heving him—what we might call in shop language, “plain fired." 
About four or five days after receiving the letter, he finally 
showed up at the plant again, went in to see the foreman. The 
foreman said, "What are you doing back here? Didn't you read 
my letter?" “Yes sir," he said, “I read your letter. I read it both 
inside and outside. I read it on the inside and it said, ‘You’re 
fired’; then I read it on the outside and it said, ‘Return in five 
days to Bethlehem Steel Company.’ ” 


So, regardless of how that letter from Brother McIver may 
read on the inside, I think I'm still going to read on the outside, 
that says, “Return to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina." 


REPORT OF THE GRAND LECTURER 
(Docket No. 39) 


The Grand Lecturer presented the following report, 
which was read, entered on the record, and the recom- 
mendations therein were referred to the Board of Cus- 
todians: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


As I come to the end of my three-year term as Grand Lectu- 
rer I am happy to report that there has been more interest in rit- 
ualistic proficiency this year than in any other year during my 
term of office. I shall not burden my report with statistics, for 
these will be given in the report of the Board of Custodians. More 
Schools of Instruction were held and more men were certified as 
Lecturers than in any preceding year of my term. 

This year the Grand Master appointed, on the nomination of 
the Board of Custodians, twenty-five District Deputy Grand Lec- 
turers, each one serving one to three Districts, to assist the Grand 
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Lecturer in promoting ritualistic proficiency throughout the en- 
tire state. From almost every District I have received reports of 
splendid and efficient work done by these men, and I want to com- 
mend and thank them and recommend that the system of District 
Deputy Grand Lecturers be continued. There is still much work 
to be done in order that all the lodges in the state attain a credi- 
table degree of proficiency. The system of examination for Certi- 
fied Lecturers and Instructors will help wonderfully in improving 
proficiency if the brethren avail themselves of it. It is my hope 
that the time may come when every lodge in the state has at least 
one Certified Lecturer. 

I want to thank the Most Worshipful Grand Master and all 
the other Grand Lodge Officers, the Board of Custodians, the Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Masters, the District Deputy Grand Lectu- 
rers, and the Certified Lecturers and Instructors for their interest 
and assistance in making my job both pleasant and effective. I 
especially thank the officers and members of Grimesland Lodge 
No. 475, Thomas A Holt Lodge No. 492, and Durham Lodge No. 
352 for their assistance in the School of Instruction held here yes- 
terday. 


I have thoroughly enjoyed my term as Grand Lecturer, and 
I look forward with confidence to a continued and increasing 
growth and interest in proficiency in the ritualistic work of our 
jurisdiction.

OF THE OXFORD ORPHANAGE, INC. 
(Docket No. 40) 
The Board of Directors of the Oxford Orphanage, 
Inc., presented the following report which was referred 
to the Committee on Finance:. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage here- 
with submits its report to the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, which includes a detailed report of the Super- 
intendent and the Departments of the Orphanage. 


Our sincere desire is to acquaint each Mason in North 
Carolina with facts concerning the operation of Oxford 
Orphanage because knowledge of its program; familiarity 
with its life; and insight into its activities will be most 
beneficial to the state of the Craft. We are extremely 
anxious for each member of our Lodges to visit the Or- 
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phanage and learn through first hand experience the 
scope of the training and program. 


The Board of Directors held its regular meetings 
throughout the year and took cognizance of all the affairs 
of the Orphanage. The Executive Committee and the 
Local Advisory Board in Oxford held its meeting and 
made full reports to the Board. 


The Board of Directors sincerely appreciate the Ma- 
sonic Lodges, the Grand Lodge, the various Masonic re- 
lated Bodies, the Shrine Temples, and the Order of the 
Eastern Star for their continued generosity in the wel- 
fare of the Orphanage and its children. 


We also are most appreciative to the State of North 
Carolina and the Duke Endowment for their continued 
approval and appropriation. 


The Orphanage again operated within its budget and 
because of the generosity of its supporters throughout 
the State completed the year free from debt. 


During the year we again operated at capacity, en- 
roling children from 69 counties of North Carolina, of 
which only 10% are children of Masonic parentage. 


We continue to maintain the buildings, equipment, 
and grounds in the best possible condition to provide the 
greatest opportunities. 


The most urgent need in the Orphanage plant is be- 
ing met by the construction of the Masters' Cottage to 
replace the Walker Cottage. This building is made pos- 
sible through the contributions of Masons under the 
leadership of Dr. Adam A. Husman, along with substan- 
tiation from the general fund of the Orphanage. 


We are very happy to realize that the York Rite Mem- 
orial Chapel has begun and urge each Mason in North 
Carolina to respond generously in contributions to com- 
plete the Chapel during 1951. 


Following the completion of the Masters' Cottage and 
- the Chapel, the greatest building needs will be a gym- 
nasium to provide an adequate physical education and 
recreational program, efficient vocational shops, an audi- 
torium, and a library. 
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We sincerely urge careful reading of this report and 
regular visiting of the Oxford Orphanage so each Mason 
may understand and appreciate the contribution of Ma- 
sonry in the lives of boys and girls of North Carolina 
through the facilities of Oxford Orphanage.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 41) 


The following report of the Committee on Oxford 
Orphanage was read, entered on the record, and refer- 
red to the Committee on Finance: 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The personnel of your Oxford Orphanage Committee has 
visited the Orphanage at various times during the past year, both 
individually and collectively. The things we observed with regard 
to the operation of the plant, and the work which is being done 
with the children make us proud to identify ourselves as being 
a small part of the great fraternity which is responsible for its 
existence. Your committee has earnestly sought a means of ex- 
pressing to the Grand Lodge—indeed to the individual Masons 
throughout the state—some adequate description of the boundless 
good works performed in Oxford. We have also sought words to 
adequately praise the efficient, kind and foresighted administra- 
tion of our capable superintendent, A. D. Gray, who has endeared 
himself to the brethren all over the state. Perhaps the evident love 
and affection of the children themselves are his greatest reward. 
But we feel that any report this committee could make, any words 
of praise we might frame, any eulogy of the personnel the Grand 
Lodge has entrusted with the operation of the institution, could 
hardly compare with a personal visit to see what we have there. 


Your committee is convinced that far too few of our brethren 
have ever seen the Oxford Orphanage. We are of the opinion that 
whatever a Mason may have heard of our wonderful institution 
will pale to insignificance in the light of what he will see there. He 
will find 315 children of all ages, from tots to boys and girls ready 
to graduate from high school, only 10% of which are of Masonic 
parentage, living in well-kept, well-staffed buildings in the midst 
of a campus and farm of 385 acres, valued at upwards of $2,250, 
000. Here he will find a farm, a dairy, vocational schools of all 
kinds, clothing departments, food departments, hospital, public 
school, and recreational facilities, including a football and base- 
ball field and swimming pool, to provide wholesome care and 
training for our children. 


The vocational schools prepare the older children to find and 
oceupy a firm financial position after they leave the Institution. 
One of those whose graduates are in constant demand is the 
Printing Department, which is charged with the responsibility 
of printing The Orphans’ Friend. The new editor of the paper, 
Brother Leon Godown, should be warmly praised for his efforts 
in the conduct of its editorial policy and the general makeup of 
the paper. As the unofficial publication of this Grand Lodge, 
carrying its announcements and communications, it deserves to be 
in the home of every North Carolina Mason. One of the most ef- 
ficient means to that end is the enlargement of the custom of 
lodge memberships subscribing as a unit. Your Committee recom- 
mends the broadening of this practice. 


Your Committee is pleased to note that substantial progress 
has been made on the Master's Cottage, which is due for occupan- 
cy in the fall of this year, and will fill a long-felt need. The foun- 
dation has been completed for the York Rite Chapel. It is to be 
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hoped that funds will soon be forthcoming to assure the final com- 
pletion of the Chapel in order to properly adminster to the spirit- 
ual needs of our growing charges. 


As a final recommendation, your Committee wishes to restate 
its conviction that every North Carolina Mason should make a 
point of seeing his Institution at Oxford. Every member of every 
Lodge in the state is a stockholder in what we have there. It is a 
duty and a privilege to see it. We urge each to do so.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY 
(Docket No. 42) 


The following report of the Committee on Necrology 
was read, received, and entered upon the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


It is most fitting and proper, Brethren, that in retrospect we 
should pause in the midst of our deliberations to drink from the 
cup of our tender and cherished memories a silent toast to our 
brethren absent from the lodge below forever. 


Upon the honored shoulders of some of them the purple of 
of our great fraternity graciously rested. Many of them were 
highly courageous, outspoken, undiscouraged. They used their mar- 
velous gifts, their wizardry of words, their passion of deep con- 
viction to lift high the flaming torch of Masonic truth. For all of 
them the designs upon the trestle-board of our transitory existence 
have been completed—not so fully or so completely, nor with the 
degree of perfection any one of them would have wished, but each 
of them worked within the scope of his own particular degree of 
perfection and all of them “For the joy of the working.” They 
were not perfect men, but they were men who walked in love, 
guided by the lights of faith and hope. They bore the heat and 
burden of the day. They labored in the quarries. They saw in 
Masonry a great philosophy in life. They made Masonry alive, 
dynamic. They practiced its teachings in the market place. They 
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saw in it an institution of high ideals and lofty standards for 
human living. They found it an uplift to individual life. In 
Masonry's name they freely and voluntarily walked the second 
mile of unselfish service. They made no pretense of piety yet 
they cast out the devils of human need in the name of the Master 
of men. 


Without speculation or conjecture regarding the future life 
we are entirely content to commit their immortal spirits to Him 
who created us all and placed within our breasts a yearning for 
the projection of our perfected personalities forever. For these: 
men that eternal life for which our immortal spirits yearn had 
its beginning in the span of their mortal years as they walked 
upon the pavement of human life checkered with good and evil. 
Within the scope of our own knowledge we have been led to the 
inescapable conclusion that time ends everything but true great- 
ness and that it has no power over goodness. It is not hard for 
us to believe that they are now a part of the life beyond because 
of them we are and shall continue to be a part. Is it too much 
to hope that in the glorious life beyond—in the Celestial Lodge 
above—they are experiencing the joy and the thrill of seeing the 
designs upon the trestle-board completed in all their intended 
perfection, of fulfilling deferred ambitions, and to the glory of 
God doing the things that they had the urge to do and were 
never able to accomplish here. 


We have no proof that our Brethren whom we mourn con- 
tinue to live save that proof which is private, personal, intimate, 
spiritual, beyond the compass of speech, too fragile to be poured 
into the cold unsympathetic moulds of human language. It is 
an intuitive thing that causes us to burst forth into the rapture 
of faith and say, “I know that my Redeemer liveth.” And as 
we say it we thrill to hear the whisper come back to us “Because 
I live, ye too shall live." 


So we come, Brethren, to the place where it is faith and 
not sight. In the light of this faith we are the Trustees of a 
priceless Masonic heritage. Let us humbly but irrevocably resolve 
to build more perfectly the temples of Freemasonry within the 
hearts of men and of nations, knowing that 


“Our little systems have their day, 
They have their day amd cease to be 
They are but shining lights of Him.” 


We recall each of our Friends and our Brothers we once 
knew in the simple and blessed hope that 


“When for us the sunset’s gates unfurl 
We shall see them waiting stand 
And white against the evening star 
The welcome of their beckoning hand.”

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TRIBUTE TO MOST WORSHIPFUL BROTHER 
JOHN BAILEY OWEN 


Past Grand Master Of Masons In North Carolina 
(Docket No. 43) 


W.'.Brother Nathan P. Strause, P. M., read the 
following tribute to M.'.W.'.Brother John Bailey Owen, 
Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, as 
written by Brother J. C. Gardner, member of Henderson 
Lodge No. 229, and it was received and entered upon 
the record: 


JOHN BAILEY OWEN 


It is with a great deal of sadness that I comply with your 
request to write a memorial for my beloved friend, John Bailey 
Owen, Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, who 
died at the age of 87 at his home in Henderson on Friday evening, 
November 3, 1950. 

It is given to few men to have been so long an active leader 
in so many spheres of life. He was a leader in church, in banking, 
in industry, in charity, in Masonic work, and in civic progress. 
His work and achievements in each of these fields were outstand- 
ing, and a record to be remembered with pride. 


Masonry attracted Brother Owen early in life, and he was 
made a Master Mason in Henderson Lodge No. 229, A. F. and 
A. M., September 1, 1891, and served that Lodge as Master in 
1906, 1909, 1913, 1914 and 1915. He was District Deputy Grand 
Master in the Eighth Masonic District of North Carolina for a 
number of years. He was a member and past presiding officer 
of the other Masonic Bodies in Henderson, as follows: Past 
High Priest, Henderson Chapter No. 54, Royal Arch Masons; 
Past Illustrious Master, Henderson Council No. 10, Royal and 
Select Masters; Past Commander, Henderson Commandery No. 
15, Knights Templar. He was also Past Potentate of Sudan 
Temple, A. A. O. N. M. S., of New Bern. 


In January 1921 Brother Owen was unanimously elected 
to the highest office Masonry has the power to offer one of its 
members, that of Most Worshipful Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina. He discharged the duties of that high and honor- 
able position with distinction. At the time of his death he was 
one of the oldest living Past Grand Masters in this Grand Juris- 
diction. 


Our departed Brother always had the welfare of Oxford 
Orphanage at heart, and for many years rendered valuable ser- 
vice in its interests. In January 1915 he was elected to the Board 
of Directors of this institution so dear to the hearts of North 
Carolina Masons, and served in that capacity until 1930.

Beloved by 
people of all ages and in all walks of life, his works and his 
character live on in the memories of man as a richer and more 
enduring memorial than can be written. 


TRIBUTE TO MOST WORSHIPFUL BROTHER 
FRANKLIN P. HOBGOOD, 


Past Grand Master Of Masons In North Carolina 
(Docket No. 44)

Hobgood, Past Grand Master of Masons in North Caro- 
lina, and it was received and entered upon the record: 


FRANKLIN P. HOBGOOD 


Franklin P. Hobgood was born in Oxford, North Carolina, 
on December 17, 1872, being the son of the late Franklin P. 
and Mary Anne Royal Hobgood. He attended the public schools 
of Oxford and after graduating from Horner Military Academy 
in 1889 entered Wake Forest College where he received his A.B. 
Degree in 1893. In 1898 he received his L.L.B. Degree from George 
Washington University and in 1903 set up his law practice in 
Greensboro, North Carolina. 


Most Worshipful Brother Hobgood was familiarly known 
and generally addressed by his acquaintances as “Colonel” Hob- 
good, having received his rating as Colonel with the National 
Guard in 1899-1900 after serving as an Inspector General. In 
all the varied walks of his life, Brother Hobgood conducted him- 
self with such a cordial, cultured, dignified and scholarly bearing 
that his services were in constant demand for all types of occa- 
sions that reflected credit upon his community, his State and his 
Nation. Possessed of an unusually strong and alert mind along 
with his sound judgment, his extensive knowledge and keen 
understanding of the law, plus his matchless eloquence and 
command of the English language, he found few peers and no 
superiors in the field of his chosen profession. He was elected 
a member of the North Carolina Senate in 1911 and served 
through 1915. He then became a special assistant to the Attorney 
General of the United States from 1915-1917 and was active in 
oil land litigations in Wyoming and California during that time. 
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Brother Hobgood was not only an outstanding success as a 
practicing attorney, but he found and took time to exert a tre- 
mendous influence on the educational, religious, cultural, civic, 
and fraternal life in his community and state. He served as 
trustee of Wake Forest College for a number of years and was 
also very keenly interested in the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary at Louisville, Kentucky. Through his efforts, a bequest 
of $100,000.00 was left to this institution by one of «his wealthy 
clients. He was President of the Board of Trustees of Palmer 
Memorial Institute, a college for Negro boys and girls in Guilford 
County, and was its chief promoter and supporter during the dark 
days of its founding. He was chairman of the Building Com- 
mittee of the First Baptist Church in Reidsville at the time of his 
death, where for over six years he had taught the Men's Baraca 
Class. Here his profound knowledge of the Great Light and his 
masterful eloquence in presenting its lessons attracted hosts of 
listeners both from within and without his church membership. 
He was an active and extremely valuable member of the Rotary 
Club, having been accorded Hororary Membership in the club by 
virtue of his superb services to its program of activities and the 
affection and esteem of his fellow members. He was the first 
president of the Reidsville Executives' Club upon its establish- 
ment; also a member of Penrose Park Country Club; a member 
of the Newcumber Society of England, a very exclusive legal 
organization; a member of Phi Delta Phi legal fraternity; and 
was listed in the latest issue of “Who's Who In America.” 


In the Masonic Fraternity, Brother Hobgood, as would natu- 
rally be expected, rendered outstanding service. He first affilia- 
ted with Oxford Lodge No. 396, where he was initiated on August 
5, 1901, passed August 16, 1901, and raised to the sublime degree 
of Master Mason on September 20,1901. After he came to Greens- 
boro, he demitted to Greensboro Lodge No. 76 and was elected to 
membership in this Lodge on April 4, 1904. In April, 1905, he 
demitted from Greensboro Lodge No. 76 to Corinthian Lodge 
No. 542 to become a charter member of that lodge Under Dispen- 
sation and became its Master during this period, and then became 
its first elected Master in 1906. He also held membership in some 
of the York Rite Bodies and in Buena Vista Lodge No. 21, 
I. O. O. F. 

In 1915 Most Worshipful Brother Hobgood was elected Grand 
Master of Masons in North Carolina and served its cause with 
his usual brilliance and distinction. After his tenure of office as 
Grand Master had terminated, Brother Hobgood gave generously 
and cheerfully of his time and talent whenever called upon for 
any and all Masonic functions. i 


He was married in 1932 to the former Kate Haigh who 
survived him, along with one sister, Mrs. Beverly Royster, of 
Oxford, North Carolina, and eleven neices and nephews. 

Most Worshipful Brother Hobgood died on November 17, 1950, 
at his country home, “Bemersyde,” near Reidsville, North Caro-

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lina. Funeral services were held at the home on the morning of 
November 21, when all that was mortal of this most humble, yet 
most chivalrous Christian gentleman, was laid to its final rest 
in Greenview Cemetery in Reidsville. 


It may truly be said of Brother Frank Hobgood that tribute 
paid by Our First Most Excellent Grand Master to his Great 
Architect at the building of the Temple, who when found missing 
with the trestle board showing no designs, remarked, *He has 
ever been faithful to his trust." Masonry and every community 
and every good cause in which Brother Hobgood lived and labored 
for a long and useful life of 78 years is richer and better, and the 
people of his generation are happier because of his life and his 
work. He endeavored to elevate and enable all people in all walks 
of life. His work is finished and he now has joined the Choir In- 
visible where his great soul, disengaged from its cumbrous dust 
will forever flourish and bloom in eternal day. 


TRIBUTE TO THE MOST WORSHIPFUL BROTHER 
JOHN JASPER PHOENIX 


Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 
(Docket No. 45)

JOHN JASPER PHOENIX 


In the eventide of February 13, 1951, at St. Petersburg Beach 
in Florida, the Grim Reaper, with his all-devouring scythe, cut 
down one of North Carolina's most eminent Grand Masters in 
the personage of Most Worshipful John Jasper Phoenix, after he 
had escaped the evils of childhood, youth, manhood and even old 
age for almost four score and four years. 


Brother Phoenix was born in Brooklyn, New York, on Sep- 
tember 6, 1867, being the son of John J. and Susan Edwards 
Phoenix. At the age of 20, in 1887, he came to Greensboro, North 
Carolina, where for 14 years he operated a wholesale business. 
In 1901 he became associated with the Cone Company and served 
as president of the Proximity Mercantile Company until 1918 
when he resigned, and at the age of 51 years entered the service 
of his country by going overseas to become Secretary of the Y. M. 
C. A. in Brest, France. Following World War 1, he served with 
the Army of Occupation at Coblenz, Germany, until 1920. He 
then returned to Greensboro and was chosen to superintend the 
Children's Home Society of North Carolina. He served in this ca- 
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pacity for twenty years until its temporary disbandment in 1940. 
Brother Phoenix then retired from active life and spent the great- 
er part of his remaining years in the State of Florida enjoying 
the happy reflections consequent upon his well-spent life. 


During his years of residence in Greensboro, Brother Phoe- 
nix was most active and outstanding in almost all Masonic inter- 
ests and endeavors. He petitioned for and was elected to receive 
the Blue Lodge degrees in Revolution Lodge No. 552 early in 1907 
where he was initiated on March 6, passed on April 12, and was 
raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason on August 16 of 
that year. He retained membership in this Lodge until his death, 
' having been made a life member on November 7, 1945. He was 
profoundly interested and very active in the work of the York 
Rite Bodies, the Shrine, and the Grand Lodge of North Carolina; 
being past Grand Commander of Knights Tempiar, Past Grand 
High Priest of Royal Arch Masons, and Past Potentate of Oasis 
Temple. 


In 1928, he was elected Grand Master of Masons in North 
Carolina and together with the late lamented Brother John An- 
derson as Grand Secretary, comprised what was admiringly term- 
ed, “The Great A € P Team’—Anderson and Phoenix—that went 
throughout the length and breadth of this Grand Jurisdiction 
laboring unceasingly to extend and propagate the interests and 
tenets of the Masonic Fraternity. 


Following his tenure of Office as Grand Master, Brother 
Phoenix became Grand Master of the Council of Royal and Select 
Masters. His was a very potent force in the establishment in 
Greensboro of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home for the aged 
and infirm, of which he was Secretary from 1913—1918. Again 
after his return from overseas he was re-elected to this office 
and served faithfully and efficiently from 1921 to 1935. 


In all his Masonie workings, Brother Phoenix left the touch 
and the imprint of a Master Craftsman, for it was not his nature 
to do anything worth doing at all anyway but well. This was 
equally true of his work in his community as a citizen and in 
his church. He was a member of and a most valuable layman in 
the First Presbyterian Church of Greensboro during his residence 
there and continued his interest and service in the church of his 
faith after moving to Florida. In Greensboro, he was a deacon 
and an elder of his church and served as its business manager 
during the construction of its present magnificent structure. 


On June 28, 1890, he was married to Christina Forsythe who 
preceded him in death in 1940. To this union were born nine 
children, seven of whom survive. He is also survived by his second 
wife, the former Mrs. Beatryce Masters, two stepsons and several 
grandchildren. His funeral services were held in Greensboro on 
February 16, 1951 with Masonic graveside services conducted by 
his Blue Lodge, Revolution No. 552, in which he held a life mem- 
bership and which he often referred to as his first and greatest 
Masonic love. |

R.'.W..BROTHER ALBERT T. EYLER: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Brethren: I don't know, after 
these magnificent eulogies if it would be appropriate to tell one 
or two amusing incidents that have happened to me in the two 
years that have elapsed since I was in North Carolina before. 
You know, a Grand Lodge Officer has to go to a great many 
funeral parlors and a great many places like that where our 
brethren lie in state, having passed on, and those eulogies in the 
report of the Necrology Committee made me think of one or two 
things that have happened to me. I had to go six times in one 
week to various funeral parlors, and I am getting to the age 
where funeral parlors have a sort of morbid attraction to me, and 
I was objecting a little to one of the brethren about having to do 
it so often—it was somewhat depressing—and he said, “Well, I 
can tell you how to stop it." I said, “What would you suggest?” 
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He said, "Just go in one of them and lie down." Well, I don't 
have the ambition to use that exact method of getting rid of those 
Masonic duties. In fact, I am like an old fellow. I'm a Methodist, 
and you know we Methodists have a system of having a celebration 
which combines the farewell to a pastor that's leaving, and quite 
often, the next night, we welcome the new pastor that's coming, 
and at one of those welcomings, they said to this new pastor 
that there was a man present that night who had attained the 
age of ninety-two years, and he was a very remarkable fellow. 
In fact, it could be said of him that he didn't have an enemy in 
the world. And the pastor thinking right away of the possibility 
of getting the basis for a wonderful sermon, said he would like 
to meet him, so they brought over one of these little wisps of 
men. You know, the big fat fellows that run in my family don't 
live to be ninety. This little fellow was just as spry as could be. 
After the introduction, the pastor said to him, “Well sir, I’m 
awfully glad to meet you. They tell me you're ninety-two years 
of age.” He said, "That's right." He said, “Well, you certainly 
don't look it." *I can't help that, I was ninety-two last August," 
he said. “They tell me that you don’t have an enemy in the 
world. That is certainly a wonderful thing to be able to say. I'd 
like to know the explanation. You must have a wonderful philo- 
sophy of life.” He said, “Oh, no, I’ve just outlived all the old 
devils.” 


If I have any enemies, I hope that I will lose them, not by 
outliving them, but by having our differences settled in the way 
that Masons ought to settle them. 


Now, I would like first of all to say that it 1s a matter of 
sorrow, in one way, that I’m here. I was in Florida on my usual 
vacation in the month of March after I left our Grand Communi- 
cation in March, and the Grand Master phoned me and said that 
the Deputy Grand Master, Judge Roberts in Philadelphia, has 
been ill, and he asked me if I would detour on my way back to 
Pittsburgh, my home in Western Pennsylvania, and attend this 
Grand Communication. That reminds me of another story that 
they asked a girl—a young lady—why she stuck so close to the 
straight and narrow path, and she said, “Well, it makes me en- 
joy the detours so much more." I am awfully sorry that Judge 
Roberts is sick, but I can assure you that I have enjoyed this 
particular detour tremendously. My wife and I have been royally 
entertained by your Southern courtesy, and I'm sure that as we 
did two years ago—it was either two or three years ago, when 
we were over in Raleigh with you, we hope that we shall be invited 
again to attend North Carolina. Brother Yeager himself would 
have been here, but he is attending the Grand Lodge of New 
Jersey, and you may be assured that the cordial relationship be- 
tween our two Grand Jurisdictions is a source of deep satisfaction 
to all of us in Pennsylvania. 
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Now, may I say just a serious word or two. It was my good 
fortune to hear the masterly address of your Dr. Caldwell at the 
Grand Masters' Conference in Washington in February. He 
pointed out, among other things, that the fundamental principles 
common to Freemasonry were also in the minds of the great 
Roman thinkers of the past. Their philosophy and our Masonic 
philosophy had many points in common interest, and Monday 
night, as I listened to Judge Bushnell here, it seemed to me that 
he too explained that there's no lessening of the power to control 
the thinking and the lives of men today. Judge Bushnell’s opti- 
mistic, forward look is a challenge to us to remember the cry of 
that ancient prophet in Israel, *If God be for us, we need not 
care who is against us." And the Judge's definition of Communism 
as a religion that substitutes the worship of the power of collective 
men for the worship of God explains why such false thinking 
ultimately leads to disaster all who indulge in it. And what a 
contrast is presented by our Masonic beliefs! The validity of our 
Masonic principles is like the validity of the Ten Commandments. 
You know the Ten Commandments are not true because they were 
announced by Moses. They would have been just as true if they 
had never been announced by him or by any other man. Their 
validity comes from the fact that they are in accord with the 
spiritual need and the spiritual desires that God implanted in our 
very nature when He made us. So, Dr. Caldwell finds them in 
the thinking of those ancient philosophers, and Judge Bushnell 
places the same thinking in the Masons of today in all parts of 
the world. May this not give us an insight into God's purpose 
for Masonry in the world? Certainly, each of us at some time or 
other has wondered, “What is the real purpose of Masonry?" Well, 
I know you have all read many times the book of Esther—one of 
the great dramas of the Bible, and one of the greatest in human 
history. You remember the question that old Mordecai, the Jew, 
asked of Queen Esther when she was being put to the test. He 
said to her, ^Who knows but what God raised thee up for this 
hour?" May I say to you, Brethren, in all solemnity, who knows 
but that God has raised us Masons up for this hour of the world's 
destiny? May he give us the wisdom to know His will, and may 
He give us the strength to accomplish it. So mote it be.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME, INC. 
(Docket No. 48) 


The Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home, Inc., presented the following report, which 
was read, received, entered on the record, and referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The thirty-seventh annual report of the operation of the Ma- 
sonic and Eastern Star Home for the year ending December 31, 
1950, is outstanding in two respects; the number of guests cared 
for was the largest in the history of the Home; and the contri- 
butions from the Masons and Eastern Stars were much larger 
than in any previous year. 

Although the cost of living advanced during 1950, the per 
capita cost of caring for the guests was lower than in 1949. The 
annual per capita cost in 1950 was $910.32, or $2.49 per day as 
‘compared with $937.76 and $2.57 in 1949. This lower per capita 
cost was a result of our having a larger enrollment in 1950 than 
in 1949. There are certain items of expense, such as adminis- 
trative and plant operation, that do not increase with the additional 
number of guests. 


The above-mentioned per capita cost of $2.49 per day included 
ALL guests in the Home. The total expense of operation, divided 
between those in the main building and the bed patients in the 
Latham building, was figured for 1950. In doing this, we found 
that the daily per capita cost of the first was $2.27 per day, as 
compared with $3.17 per day in the Infirmary. 


We started the year with seventy guests. Our death rate was 
very low. We lost only seven, and one was given an indefinite 
leave of absence. Thirteen were admitted, giving us seventy-five, 
which is our limit, to close the year with. At the end of the year 
we had nineteen on Home Aid. 

Our Superintendent, George R. Bennette, reports that the 
Latham building continues to fill a great need. It is the joy and 
pride of the Masons and Eastern Stars of the state. 

Oasis and Sudan Shrines furnished the funds, and concrete 


curbs were placed, and an asphalt top was applied to our drive- 
ways. 
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A certain good Master Mason removed the mud from the 
lake, and it has been refilled with water. We hope to have it 
stocked with fish again soon. 


The Sunshine fund continues to spread “sunshine” among 
the guests by providing them with fruits, ice cream, bus tokens, 
and radio repairs. 


Each year the Grand York Rite Bodies furnish the funds 
whieh provide reading matter for the guests. For all of these 
we are deeply grateful. | 


The Masons and Eastern Stars responded to the request for 
funds in a splendid way and, continuing our custom of the past 
twenty years, we operated the Home on the funds received for 
that purpose. 


The annual audit was made by Mr. R. B. Spencer, C.P.A., and 
we find the following in his report: 


For the Endowment fund we received from the Garsed estate, 
$1,760.00; John A. Nichols Lodge, $250.00; Eastern Star Chap- 
ters, $76.05; and interest earned on investments, $1,524.26. "This 
gives us a total of $65,916.25. Interest received on investments

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME, INC. 
(Docket No. 49) 


The following report of the Committee on the Ma- 
sonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., was read, received, 
entered on the record, and referred to the Committee on 
Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Masonic and Eastern Star Home submit 
the following as its report for the year. 


The regular inspection visit was made March 18th and we 
again commend the good management of the Home by Brother 
George R. Bennette, superintendent, and the staff of nurses and 
workers, and since our visit last year the supervising Matron, 
Miss Robertson (resigned) has been replaced by Mrs. Helen R. 
Balcomb, and she has proved to be a very capable and efficient 
addition to the executive staff, and guests are most enthusiastic 
of her attention to their needs and the duties of the institution. 
The Committee finds the guests happy and contented, the buildings 
and other physical property have been kept in good repair, rooms 
clean and comfortable, however the flooring and tile in the hall- 
way of the southwest wing (first floor) should have attention and 
replacement. The new Latham Memorial is a model of perfection 
in its appointments and is meeting the needs of sick and indigent 
patients in a very acceptable way. The management and staff are 
consecrated to the service and comfort of our elderly guests, being 
singularly able to sympathize with them and keep them happy 
even in the midst of their ailments, all departments of the build- 
ing being filled to capacity most of the year. 
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The farm acreage and live stock are in good shape and under 
capable hands, however one or two pieces of equipment should be 
repainted to arrest deterioration from weather conditions. 


Noon-day meal was served while there, and the food was of 
good quality and well prepared by a competent staff in the 
kitchen and dining rooms. A somewhat crowded condition sug- 
gests the need of expansion in that department, especially in 
the kitchen, and some of the equipment having seen many years 
service should be replaced. 


The finances of the institution have been adequate to meet 
expenses, which have been administered in a very efficient man- 
ner, and based on contributions from the several sources, the 
membership of the Order of Eastern Star has more than matched 
the per capita quota of the support supplied by the Grand Lodge, 
and we recommend to the Grand Lodge that it give this institu- 
tion the maximum support, moral and financial, of which it is 
capable.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
REVISION OF MASONIC CEREMONIES 
(Docket No. 50) 


The following report of the Special Committee on 
Revision of Masonic Ceremonies was read and adopted: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Few changes have been suggested in the ceremonies except to 
clarify the instructions and in a few cases to make the ceremonies 
more workable. 


The committee appreciated the many suggestions that were 
made and endeavored to work out suggested ceremonies that would 
be satisfactory. We especially thank M.'.W.'.Brother Wallace E. 
Caldwell, who gave liberally of his time as well as several practical 
suggestions to improve the cermonies; M.'.W.'.Brother Charles B. 
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Newcomb, who gave us valuable assistance in changing the cere- 
monies to comply with THE CODE; and R.'.W.'.Brother Wilbur 
L. McIver, for meeting with and assisting the committee. 


As the lodges have been mailed mimeographed copies of the 
ceremonies as revised in 1950 and also a pamphlet showing the 
Installation Ceremony for subordinate Lodges as revised in 1951 
and also changes in other ceremonies, we now recommend that the 
ceremonies as finally revised and corrected in the pamphlet that 
was mailed to the secretaries in March 1951, be adopted subject to 
corrections of errors in printing, spelling, and punctuation and 
with these further changes which have been adopted by the com- 
mittee. 


1. That Section 12 of the Protocol be changed to read as follows: 

12. The officers of the Grand Lodge should always be an- 

nounced by the Tyler and the Junior Deacon, according 

to their respective rank, as well as Masters and Past 
Masters of other lodges, as for example: 


A. The Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina (or 
other state). 

B. The Deputy Grand Master of the Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina (or other state). 

C. The Senior Grand Warden, or the Junior Grand War- 
den, or the Grand Treasurer, or the Grand Secretary, 
or the Senior Grand Deacon, etc., of the Most Worship- 
ful Grand Lodge of North Carolina (or other state). 

D. Past Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina (or 
other state). 

E. Past Deputy Grand Master, or Past Senior Grand War- 
den, or Past Grand Treasurer, etc., of the Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina (or other state). 
Past appointive grand officers do not retain their titles, 
neither does a Past District Deputy Grand Master. 

F. Worshipful Brother “A.B.,” District Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter of the____-__~- Masonic District of North Carolina. 

G. Worshipful Brother “A. B.," Past Master of 
Lodge No.____---- ¡bs tc 


2. That the following be added as Sections 13, 14, and 15 of the 
Protocol: : 
13. The Brother at the Altar, when introducing a distinguish- 
ed Brother or visitor, should use the appropriate term in 
referring to him as follows: 


A. Most Worshipful Brother George Jones, Grand Master 
(or Past Grand Master) of Masons in North Carolina 
(or other state). 


B. Right Worshipful Brother George Jones, Deputy Grand 
Master (or Past Deputy Grand Master) of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina (or other state). 
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C. Right Worshipful Brother George Jones, Senior Grand 
Warden (or Past Senior Grand Warden) of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina (or other state). 


D. Right Worshipful Brother George Jones, Junior Grand 
Warden (or Past Junior Grand Warden) of the Grand

. That minor changes in the ceremony of instituting a lodge 


under dispensation be made to comply with THE CODE and 
the established usages of Masonry. 


. We have decided that the reference to the Chaplain in the 


Ceremony of Installation of Officers of subordinate lodges is 
in confliet with Section 61-01 of THE CODE and we there- 
fore move that it be deleted. 


. That Section 21 of the Protocol be changed to read as follows: 


The only Grand Lodge officers entitled to retain their 


titles with the designation of "Past" are elective grand offi- 
cers. (REG. 12-04). Appointive grand officers and District Dep- 
uty Grand Masters do not retain their respective titles after 
serving as such; that is to say, there are no such titles as 
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“Past Senior Grand Deacon," “Past Junior Grand Deacon," 
“Past Grand Lecturer," “Past Assistand Grand Lecturer," 
etc., and, therefore, they are not entitled to official reception 
because of their former positions. When the Grand Lodge 
grants the titles of Past District Deputy Grand Master to a 
brother, he may be presented and received as such. (REG. 
12-05)

The following report of the Special Committee on 
Revision of Masonic Funeral Service was read by W.".

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Revision of Masonic Funeral Service pre- 
pared a service which was mailed to the various lodges in the 
State prior to the 1950 Annual Communication. The lodges were 
requested to use it as they desired and to file their suggestions and 
criticisms with the Committee during the year. 


Numerous suggestions were received and the Committee, on 
March 11, 1951, met with the Grand Master for a consideration 
of these recommendations.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CUSTODIANS 
(Docket No. 55) 

The following report of the Board of Custodians was 
read. W.'.G. Dudley Humphrey, P. M., Judge Advocate, 
made the following motion which was adopted: 

“That the report of the Board of Custodians be re- 
ceived and entered on the record and that the resolutions 
and recommendations proposed in that report each be 
adopted." 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


MEETINGS 


I. The Board held fcur meetings since the last annual com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge. 


On June 17, 1950, a meeting was held in the lodge hall, sixth 
floor, old Masonic Temple Building, Raleigh, N. C., all members 
of the Board being present. At this meeting the Board organized 
as required under Regulation 35-02. M.'.W.'James E. Shipman, 
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P G. M., was elected Chairman; M.'.W.'.Chas. B. Newcomb, P. G. 
M., P. G. S., was elected Secretary. 


No change has been made in the present allowance for Lec- 
ture Service to lodges nor in the rules governing the same. We 
recommend that these rules be printed in the Appendix to the 
Proceedings of this annual communication. The rules may also 
be found on pages 497 through 499 of the Appendix to the Code. 


No change has been made in the duties prescribed for a Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Lecturer as found on page 159 of the Pro- 
ceedings of 1950. 


The Grand Master recommended a revision of the program 
relating to the Grand Master's Award. This program was en- 
larged and extended and the revised Rules and Regulations gov- 
erning the same were printed and distributed during July, 1950, 
to all lodges, and to all others concerned. 


The Board decided to hold proficiency examinations at five 
places in the State during August and October, if a sufficient 
number of applications could be obtained for these examinations. 


. H. On September 8, 1950, a special meeting of the Board was 
held at Wilmington, N. C. All members were present except M.'.W.'. 
James E. Shipman. The Grand Lecturer reported that Schools of 
Instruction are increasing in number and interest and that a 
majority of the District Deputy Grand Lecturers are trying hard 
to do a good job. He recommends that this experiment, of District 
Deputy Grand Lecturers, be continued, and the Board concurs in 
his recommendation. 


The Board adopted the following motion with reference to the 
necessary traveling expenses of.a District Deputy Grand Lec- 
turer: 


“That the actual and necessary expense of a District Deputy 
Grand Lecturer as provided for in Regulation 35-08(2) shall be 
paid at the same rate, on the same basis, and shall be govered by 
the same rules as those applicable to the expense of a District Dep- 
uty Grand Master under Regulation 32-06, but the expense account 
of a District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall not be paid, unless and 
until, it has been approved by the Grand Master." 

III. On March 17, 1951, a special meeting of the Board was 
held at Charlotte. All members and R.'.W.'.Herbert M. Foy, Dep- 
uty Grand Master, were present. At this meeting the Board com- 
pleted plans for the proficiency examination and the School of 
Instruction to be held in Chapel Hill, April 16th and 17th, and con- 
sidered other unfinished business. 

IV. The Board held a meeting Monday, April 16, 1951, and 
also on each day of this annual communication. All members were 
present. 


PROFICIENCY EXAMINATIONS 


V. Examinations for proficiency in Ritualistic Work were 
held since April 17, 1950 as follows: 
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August 22, 1950 at Charlotte at which time 16 applicants were 
examined; 14 passed, all Certified Lecturers, Class A;. 6 were 
re-examinations and 8 were new candidates. 


August 23, 1950 at Asheville at which time 18 applicants were 
examined; 18 passed; 16 of them Certified Lecturers, Class A; 2 
of them Certified Instructors, Class B; 6 of them were re-examina- 
tions and 12 were new candidates. 


October 24, 1950 at Clinton at which time 12 were examined; 
12 passed, 11 of them Certified Lecturers, Class A; 1 a Certified 
Instruetor, Class B; 7 were re-examinations and 5 were new candi- 
dates. 


October 25, 1950 at Greenville at which time 10 were examined; 
10 passed; all of them Certified Lecturers, Class A, 6 of them re- 
examinations and 3 were new candidates; one raised his certificate 
from Class B, to Class A. 


Oetober 26, 1950 at Raleigh at which time 16 were examined; 
16 passed; 15 were Certified Lecturers, Class A, and 1 was a Cer- 
tified Instructor, Class B; 11 of them were re-examinations and 5 
were new candidates. 


On April 16, 1951 at Chapel Hill at which time 26 were ex- 
amined; 26 passed, of which 24 were Certified Lecturers, Class A 
and 2 were Certified Instructors, Class B; 4 were re-examina- 
tions and 22 were new candidates; 4 raised certificates from Class 
B to Class A.

SCHOOL OF INSTRUCTION IN THE RITUALISTIC WORK 


VII. A School of Instruction was held on April 17, 1951, at 
Chapel Hill, at which all the required work of a School of Instruc- 
tion was exemplified, by the following Lodges:

LODGES LECTURED IN 1950 


VIII. The records before us indicate that 111 lodges were 
lectured for which the Grand Lodge allowed compensation. One 
lodge was lectured for which the Grand Lodge did not allow 
compensation, making a total of 112 lodges actually lectured. 
Four lodges were excused during 1950, making the total of 116 
cleared during 1950 as being satisfactory in their Ritualistic 
Work. It is very gratifying to note this progress and also to note 
that 52 Certified Lecturers took part in lecturing lodges during 
1950. 


COMPENSATION FOR LECTURE SERVICE 


IX. We recommend the adoption of the following resolution 
authorizing the reimbursement to the subordinate lodges for com- 
pensation for Lecture Service paid out by them: 


* “BE IT RESOLVED, That the Grand Lodge continue to reim- 
burse subordinate lodges for the compensation for lecture service 
paid out by them, (but not including the expenses of the lecturers) 
on such basis of compensation as may be determined by the Board 
of Custodians under the provisions of Regulation 35-08(3A,B)." 
[20-05 (5) ]. 


* (This resolution was adopted). 
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MASONIC EDUCATION 


X. The reports coming to our attention indicate that the 
lodges are not using the LODGE SYSTEM OF MASONIC EDUCA- 
TION as recommended by the Grand Lodge and that the candi- 
dates are not receiving the benefit of the information contained 
in the booklet provided for that purpose. It seems that the mem- 
bers who are delegated to instruct the candidates under that 
program get tired of delivering the same lectures over and over. 
They overlook the important fact that the instruction is for the 
benefit of the candidate who has never heard it before; it is new 
matter for him to think about, however old it may seem to the 
instructor. 


The board can only repeat what it has so many times reported 
to the Grand Lodge; that whatever essential information con- 
cerning Masonry, in addition to the ritualistic work, is to be given 
to the candidate, it must be given while he is advancing as a 
candidate in the degrees, and as a part of the program he is re- 
quired to undergo. In this manner the knowledge to be imparted 
can be more certainly and definitely placed before every candidate, 
and at a time when he 1s voluntarily receptive to, or when he can 
be required to hear, that instruction. 


We again bring this to the attention of the Grand Lodge 
Officers, the District Deputy Grand Masters, and District Deputy 
Grand Lecturers, with the request that they urge the lodges to 
give the plan a fair trial, which it apparently has not had since 
it was inaugurated in 1936. 


For the purpose of carrying out this recommendation, we 
present the following resolution and recommend that it be adopted: 


* “BE IT RESOLVED: That the Lodge System of Masonic 
Education approved by the Grand Lodge in 1935 (Pro. 1935 pages 
32 and 86) and again in 1949 (Pro. 1949, page 197), be continued 
and that each lodge be requested to put that plan in operation 
promptly." 


The Board had printed and circulated 2000 copies of two 
addresses given by the Grand Master. This work was completed 
the early part of July. 


OFFICIAL STANDARD OF THE WORK 


XI. It will be necessary to reprint the Official Standard 
of the Work in 1951 because there are only 87 copies on hand 
and the proposal by the Grand Master that two additional copies 
be issued to each lodge to be used by the Stewards makes it 
"necessary that the book be reprinted. There are certain typo- 
graphical errors that should be corrected when the book is re- 
printed and we now present our recommendation on these.cor- 
rections in a form of resolution and we recommend its adoption: 


* “BE IT RESOLVED, That the Grand Lodge approve the follow- 
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ing corrections and revisions in the Official Standard of the Work:

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence made the 
following final report, which was read and each item and 
subdivision was adopted separately by more than two- 
thirds of the votes cast, then the report as a whole was 
adopted by a unanimous vote: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence respectfully sub- 
mits the following report. For convenient reference we use the 
same subjects, titles, and subdivisions of the Address of the Grand 
Master as used by him, or the Docket number as used in any re- 
port, or other document submitted for our consideration and action 
in all of our references to those matters and subjects.

5. The proposal to amend Regulation 18-01 by adding thereto 
another Subsection to be numbered 11, printed on pages 95 and 
96 of these Proceedings as Docket No. 23. 


We recommend that this proposed amendment be adopted as 
proposed and that it become effective upon its adoption.

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RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE LECTURE SERVICE 


(Promulgated by the Board of Custodians June 11, 1948, and ef- 
fective July 1, 1948.) 


1. Lecture Districts are hereby abolished. 


2. A Class “A” Certified Lecturer may accept an invitation to 
instruct in the Ritualistic Work from any lodge in the State 
of North Carolina, regardless of location. 


8. Class “A” Certified Lecturers are urged to co-operate in this 
work by accepting invitations to instruct in the Ritualistic 
Work from lodges located near their residences. ` 


4, Each subordinate lodge is required under Regulation 35-09 to 
have instruction in the Ritualistic Work for a period of not 
less than one week in every consecutive two years. For this 
instruction, the Grand Lodge will allow credit as set forth in 
Rule 5. At least fifteen (15) consecutive calendar months 
shall elapse between the dates of such instruction. 


5. The required one week of instruction may be complied with in 
either of the two following methods: 


(a) The lecturer may visit the lodge for the entire week on 
one trip, and he shall give not less than thirty hours of 
ACTUAL INSTRUCTION, excluding travel time and 
time when he is not actually instructing; provided, also, 
that there shall be instruction on each of not less than 
five different days in the same calendar week, and for 
this class of service the fee shall not exceed $50.00 per 
week, or 


(b) He may make several trips to the lodge, in which case 
instruction must be given for not less than twenty-four 
(24) hours of ACTUAL INSTRUCTION, excluding tra- 
vel time and time when he is not actually instructing; 
provided, also, that there shall be instruction on each of 
not less than five different days, and all within a period 
of thirty (30) days, beginning the first day of the lec- 
turer's engagement, and for this class of service the fee 
shall not exceed $40.00 per week. 

6. The Board of Custodians recommends that the instruction be 
rendered on consecutive days, whenever it is practicable or if 
circumstances render it more efficient, but this is not manda- 
tory. 

7. A Class “A” Certified Lecturer, during the period he is on 
the roster of such class, is authorized to instruct subordinate 
lodges for compensation.

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The Grand Lodge will allow a credit of the fee set forth in 
Rule 5 to each lodge instructed for the one week’s minimum 
in every consecutive two years required under Regulation 35- 
09 and these rules. 


(a) A subordinate lodge will pay the lecturer the fee for 
instruction according to the class of instruction given, as. 
defined in Rule 5 (a) or (b). After payment of such fee, 
the lodge shall, within fifteen days, forward the lecturer’s. 
certificate of service, under the seal of the lodge, and 
the lecturer's receipt for payment to the Grand Secretary, 
who will determine whether, under Regulation 35-09 and 
these rules, the lodge is entitled to credit for the instruc- 
tion, and if.it is, he will either reimburse the lodge by 
voucher the stipulated amount, or credit the lodge's ac- 
count with the same. 


(b) All such certificates for reimbursement of fees for lec- 
ture service paid out by lodges shall be filed with the 
Grand Secretary before December 20 of each year. 


A lodge desiring instruction in the Ritualistic Work shall. 
make all the necessary arrangements and agreements for the 
service with the Class “A” Certified Lecturer of its choice. 
Immediately after such service has been rendered, the lodge 
shall 


(a) Pay all proper transportation, board and lodging expense, 
necessary to fill the engagement, incurred by the lecturer. 


(b) Transportation expense shall not exceed five cents per 
mile actually traveled,- each way, when private automo- 
bile is used, or it may be the actual railroad or bus fare 
between the residence of the lecturer and the lodge 
served. Transportation expense may properly be the sub- 
ject of a special agreement between the lodge and the 
lecturer, before the instruction is commenced.. It is the 
intent of the Board of Custodians that travel expense, 
board and lodging shall not be made an unreasonable bur- 
den on lodges. 


A lodge not entitled to instruction in the Ritualistic Work, 
under Regulation 35-09 and these rules, which accepts instruc- 
tion from any Class "A" Certified Lecturer, shall pay the 
fee, as defined in paragraph 5 (a) or (b), for such instruction 
and the expenses of the lecturer rendering the service without. 
reimbursement from the Grand Lodge. 


A lodge may obtain special lecture service or instruction as 
often as it desires, but the lodge, in such cases, shall pay all 
fees (as set forth in paragraph 5 (a) or (b) and expenses in-. 
cident thereto which exceed one week in every two consecu-. 
tive years, as set forth in Rule 4. 

Any special lecture service rendered to a lodge shall be re-. 


ported within fifteen days by the Secretary of the lodge to 
the Grand Secretary, for the record. 
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14. The Grand Secretary shall prepare and provide all forms for 
certificates, reports and records under these rules. 


15. When these rules become effective on July 1, 1948, all previous 
rules which are in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.

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RULES FOR GOVERNING THE OFFICIAL STAND- 
ARD OF THE WORK AND THE VOCABULARY 
(In Effect June 8, 1951) 


The Official Standard of the Work and the Vocabulary adop- 
ted by the Grand Lodge in April, 1942, are to be distributed under 
the following rules made by the Board of Custodians, pursuant to 
Regulation 30-08, as adopted in 1948, and as amended in 1951. 


(Promulgated by the Board of Custodians, at Charlotte, N. C., 
June 8, 1951). 


RULE 1. The Grand Secretary shall be the Custodian of all 
un-issued copies of the Official Standard of the Work and the 
Vocabulary, and shall issue them only upon proper written applica- 
tion. He shall provide all forms of application, receipts and other 
documents necessary to account for the same, and shall keep a 
record of all copies issued, and to whom issued. 


RULE 2. Receipts for the Official Standard of the Work or the 
Vocabulary shall be given on such forms as may be prescribed by 
the Grand Secretary. Immediately on receipt of a copy of either, . 
the brother receiving the same shall sign proper receipt, which 
shall be transmitted to the Grand Secretary promptly. 


RuLE 3. The Vocabulary shall be issued only to Secretaries 
of our subordinate lodges, who shall receipt therefor and be held 
responsible for the same. He shall transfer the Vocabulary, so 
issued to him, to his successor in office and take his receipt for 
the same, which shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Sec- 
retary. In the event he is unable, for any cause, to deliver to his 
successor the copy of the Vocabulary in his possession, the Master 
of his lodge shall take up his copy of the Vocabulary and re-issue it 
to his successor in office, taking his receipt for the same which 
shall be forwarded immediately to the Grand Secretary. 


RuLE 4. Only each of those in the following categories are 
qualified to apply for and obtain the loan of one copy of the Offi- 
cial Standard of the Work, to-wit: Masters, Senior Wardens, 
Junior Wardens, Senior Deacons and Junior Deacons and the two 
Stewards of our subordinate lodges; Grand Lodge Line Officers, 
District Deputy Grand Masters; members of the Board of Custo- 
dians; Certified Lecturers, and Certified Instructors, while they 
occupy the said offices and positions and while they are qualified 
as indicated in this Rule. 


Rute 5. (a) At the installation of officers following the 
annual election, each retiring officer elective or appointive in the 
Grand Lodge and in our subordinate lodges shall deliver to his 
successor in office the copy of the Official Standard of the Work 
held by him, and in the event his successor has a copy, then the 
retiring officer shall transfer his copy to a new officer entitled 
to the same, who does not have a copy, and the successor so re- 
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ceiving the Official Standard of the Work shall sign the pre- 
scribed receipt therefor, which shall be forwarded immediately to 
the-Grand Secretary. It is the purpose of this paragraph to make 
it possible for a brother to retain the same copy of the Official 
Standard of the Work originally issued to him so long as he is 
entitled to have the use of the same under Rule No. 4. 


(b) In case a brother, who holds a copy of the Official Stand- 
ard of the Work under Rule 4, should vacate his office or lose the 
qualification which entitles him to the use of a copy of the Official 
Standard of the Work, due to death, resignation, lapse of certifi- - 
cate, or for any other cause, then the Master of his lodge shall take 
up the copy of the Official Standard of the Work held by such 
brother and either forward it to the Grand Secretary, or re-issue 
it to a brother who fills the vacancy, if any, and take a receipt for 
the same, which receipt he shall forward to the Grand Secretary 
immediately. 


Rule 6. No writing; marking or notations of any nature what- 
soever shall be made in or upon any copy of either the Official 
Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary, and it shall be the duty 
of any Grand Lodge Officer, District Deputy Grand Master, Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Lecturer, or any Certified Lecturer, at any 
time, to call for any copy of either, and examine the same to de- 
termine whether this Rule has been violated; and if it has been 
violated, he shall immediately take up such copy marked in viola- 
tion hereof, and forward the same at once to the Grand Secretary, 
and report his action to the Grand Master without delay. [See 
also Regulation No. 30-07 (4) ]. 


Rule 7. In case of loss or destruction of either the Official 
Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary, the Grand Secretary 
shall be notified immediately, giving a full report of the circum- 
‘stances surrounding the said loss or destruction. 

Rule 8. Neither the Official Standard of the—Work nor the 
Vocabulary shall be used in any lodge while conferring the degrees, 
nor at any time in coaching or instructing candidates. 


Rule 9. Neither the Official Standard of the Work nor the 
Vocabulary shall be issued to one entitled to the use of the same 
under these Rules, unless applied for in writing on the proper 
form, except as provided in Rule 5.

At the Conference of Grand Masters of Masons in North

FEBRUARY 20, 1951 

. Unum hoc definio, tantam esse necessitatem 
virtutis generi hominum a natura tantumque em- 
orem ad communem salutem defendendam datum, 
ut ea vis omnia blandimenta voluptatis otiique 
vicerit. 

I will content myself with asserting that Nature has 
implanted in the human race so great a need of virtue 
and so great a desire for defending the common safety 
that the strength thereof has conquered all the allure- 
ments of pleasure and ease. 

CICERO, De Republica Y, 1. 


The celebrated Roman statesman hereby asserts his 
faith in the proposition that in the age-old struggle be- 
tween the spiritual and the material for the control of 
man, the spiritual must and will triumph. Yet in the light: 
of modern conditions his statement seems over-optimistic 
unless those who believe in and endeavor to live by spirit- 
ual principles are indeed willing to put aside the allure- 
ments of pleasure and ease and work not only to acquire 
virtue for themselves but to propagate it by precept and 
example and to defend the common safety both alone 
and with many. Of such men the Masonic fraternity 
should be composed. I am not thinking primarily of 
warring enemies actual or potential. The men and women 
of our country proved the truth of Cicero's statement in 
our recent wars—the youth in the armed services, their 
elders in shop and factory and in a wide variety of other 
services at home. I have no fear there. But we are face 
to face at home with a subtler and more dangerous ene- 
my in the prevailing materialism of our generation. 


The contest between the spiritual and the material in 
the life of man is as old as man himself. In all genera- 
tions some have been ruled by the one, others by the 
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other. In some generations the one has seemed to prevail 
while other generations have been dominated by its op- 
posite. But never in the history of the world have the 
material forces been stronger than they are today, spring- 
ing for the most part from the extraordinary discoveries 
and inventions of the last two centuries. 


The Industrial Revolution which began in the eigh- 
teenth century in England and is still in process has af- 
fected all activities of man, especially those by which he 
earns his living—industry, commerce, even agriculture. 
It has caused great cities to grow, great industrial estab- 
lishments to appear, new classes of investors, managers, 
and laborers to arise. It has made possible stupendous for- 
tunes for some and unhappily also insecurity and even 
abject poverty for others. As a result it has set up, as 
standards of success, power or wealth for the few, eco- 
nomic security for the many. These are not unworthy 
aims. A man must work and earn more wages; otherwise 
he will not be able properly to support himself and family 
and contribute to the relief of those less fortunate. Wealth 
honestly acquired through inventive genius or highly- 
trained skills is to be commended if properly used. Men 
must also be protected against insecurity and poverty 
arising from causes not of their own making. Wealth 
and security become vicious, however, when they are 
set up as standards, as goals to be achieved whatever 
the means, and with no feeling of responsibility to vir- 
tue and the common welfare. And this it seems to me 
is what has happened to men of the modern period. 
Chauncey M. Depew, trained for public service, tells 
rather pridefully in his autobiography how, when of- 
fered the choice between a government appointment and 
a million dollars as attorney of Cornelius Vanderbilt, he 
chose the latter. Mr. Depew is not to be condemned. It 
was the choice of many men of his generation and of ours. 
More dangerous are those men who, having set up money 
as their standard, proceed to get it without regard to the 
means, men whose sole questions are “What's there in it 
for me? What am I going to get out of it? Men some- 
times of apparent respectability who to make dishonest 
dollars cleverly violate the laws, condone, often take part 
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in bribery, graft and other forms of corruption, even de- 
scending to the level of personal and group violence and 
murder. The news of widespread corruption in politics 
and business, of criminal and gambling syndicates on a 
national scale, of men selling war materials by devious 
means to the enemies of our country, their only justifi- 
cation the desire to make all the money they can, is all 
the more shocking because it, no less than that open 
enemy Communism, strikes at the foundations of our 
democracy. Such men contributed to the downfall of an- 
cient Israel. Hear the words of the prophet Amos: 
They sold the righteous for silver and the poor for 

a pair of shoes, that pant after the dust on the head of 

the poor and turn aside the way of the meek. Woe to them 

that are at ease in Zion and trust in the mountain of 

Samaria ... that lie upon beds of ivory and stretch them- 

selves upon their couches and eat the lambs out of the 

flock and the calves out of the midst of the stall; that 
chant to the sound of the viol and invent to themselves in- 
struments of music like David; that drink wine in bowls 
and anoint themselves with the chief ointments; but they 

are not grieved for the affliction of Joseph. 

Such men like the brilliant but unprincipled and self- ` 
seeking Alcibiades, Athenian general and political leader, 
and Verres, the infamous and corrupt Roman governor 
of Sicily, were major contributors to the downfall of 
Athenian democracy and the death of the Roman Repub- 
lic. They failed to realize the truth of Pericles’ words to 
the Athenians: “The love of honor alone is ever young 
and not riches, as some say, but honor is the delight of 
men when they are old." 


Security seems indeed eminently desirable in this un- 
certain world and when honorably purchased through 
self-participating insurance or pension plans is right and 
honorable. It is necessary and proper for society as a 
whole to take care of the aged and infirm, of those who 
often through no fault of their own are suffering or in 
dire need. But it is distressing to see Americans expect, 
even if they do not receive, something for nothing from . 
a paternalistic government, yield their democratic right 
to corrupt political machines in return for support, sub- 
mit themselves to the tyranny of labor bosses or employ- 
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ers and some even pursue the will-of-the-wisp promises 
of atheistic and authoritarian communism. They are wor- 
shipping a false god as surely as did those ancient Jews 
who said to Jeremiah when he recalled them to the wor- 
ship of the one true God: 

But we will certainly do whatsoever thing goeth forth 

out of our own mouth, to burn incense unto the queen of 

heaven and to pour out drink offerings unto her, as we 

have done, we and our fathers, our kings and our princes, 

in the cities of Judah and in the streets of Jerusalem: for 

then had we plenty of food and were well and saw no evil. 

As the kingdom of Judah fell, so will American de- 
mocracy cease to be if the time ever comes when self- 
seeking politicians can buy the votes of the majority of 
our people by offerings of support at public expense. A 
similar desire for and offer of “bread and circuses” 
brought degradation to the populace of ancient Rome. 


Pride in material resources affects our thinking often 
on high levels and in high places and about our greatest 
responsibilities. I shudder when I hear men boasting of 
our extraordinary productivity and our great war po- 
tential, putting their trust solely in these material things 
and declaring that they give the United States the power 
and the right to lead the world. They forget that wealth 
and power too often breed suspicion and that suspicion 
begets fear. They forget also the warning of the ancient 
Psalmist: “Except the Lord build the house, they labor in 
vain that build it. Except the Lord watch over the city, 
the watchman waketh but in vain.” The watchman must 
indeed wake up and be alert and fully armed. We may 
well be proud of the great resources, the extraordinary 
products of agriculture and industry which God has given 
us and the military machine which our science and in- 
dustrial system and the boundless courage of our young 
men have provided, but we should always remember that 
“In God we trust” is our motto and our firm belief and 
that “righteousness exalteth a nation.” Our resources and 
our military power are useful tools in the task we have 
to accomplish, but American leadership, to be successful, 
must be based on the spiritual power of our trust in God 
and on our belief in the brotherhood of man. 
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The stupendous, awe-inspiring advance in science 
which has marked our modern era has likewise directed 
our thinking along materialistic lines, even though many 
of our eminent scientists are deeply religious men. Science 
has, of course, contributed greatly to human welfare. The 
discovery of new drugs, new treatments, and improved 
techniques has minimized or eliminated the fearful con- 
sequence of many diseases. New methods for transmit- 
ting knowledge and new means of communication and 
travel have raised the cultural level of many and have 
brought the world together. But science has now put in 
our hand control of a power so great that while its poten- 
tiality for good is transcendent, we are fearful that it 
may end by destroying us and our civilization. In the 
midst of this great scientific advance we must always 
be conscious of the fact that those concepts which have 
meant most to the human race are not susceptible to lab- 
oratory proof. 


My own field of history may well serve as an example 
of how this scientific advance has influenced thinking. 
The Darwinian evolutionary hypothesis with its purely 
mechanistic picture of an ever-developing world gave to 
an earlier generation a sense of human society evolving 
similarly, progressing steadily and inevitably to an ill- 

defined goal. Karl Marx, viewing the earth and mankind 
as purely material and finding the motivating causes in 
history in what he called the productive forces of society, 
pronounced the inevitability of a Communist world. A 
whole generation of historians, though rejecting his con- 
clusions, nevertheless were led by him to find their ex- 
planation of history in economic determinism. A distin- 
guished economist declared: 

The chief considerations in human progress are the 
social considerations and the important factor in social 
change is the economic factor. The primary explanation of 
human life must continue to be the economic explanation— 
the explanation of the adjustment of material resources 
to human desires. 

Historians have searched their sources for economic 
causes of all events, even for the Trojan war where for 
some historians Helen's beauty which once was said to 
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have “launched a thousand ships and burnt the topless 
towers of Ilium," has yielded place as the cause of the 
war to the Greek desire for trade with the Black Sea 
area. In essence it reduced all human motivation to the 
level of human greed for material things. 


Another historian of the past generation rejected this 
gloomy view. Accepting fully the concept of inevitability 
in history he saw the movement toward democracy, free 
consent, and moral progress às laws in history. Certainly 
the events of the past forty years have tended to break 
down any faith in this comforting statement. Charles A. 
Beard, perhaps the most eminent of recent historians, 
proclaimed his faith in the certainty of progress, setting 
as his goal “the attainment of exact knowledge and the 
subjugation of the material world to the requirements of 
human welfare." Certainly as a student of history, and I 
hope a humanitarian, I should be the last to decry these 
aims. Exact knowledge and human welfare are indeed 
greatly to be desired. But are they sufficient? Will they 
bring happiness and the good life to mankind? Do they 
not ignore completely the spiritual side of, man? I seem 
to hear Plato declaring that goodness may be approached 
by way of beauty, proportion, and truth, and St. Paul 
saying “Now abideth faith, hope and love, these three; 
and the greatest of these is love." 


Nowhere was there more exact knowledge or a better 
adjustment of material resources to human welfare by 
a paternalistic government than in the late unlamented 
German Empire. Pompey the Great captured Jerusalem 
and forced his way into the Holy of Holies in the temple. 
He was bewildered for in that room were no great riches, 
no marvelous adornment, no gold and ivory statue. What 
was constained therein was an idea, the stupendous idea 
of the One Ever-Living and True God. Pompey, com- 
mander of the Roman armies, representing in his own 
person all the skill, resources and power of the Roman 
Republic, stood there face to face with a spiritual idea, 
which, materialist that he was, he could not comprehend. 
At the moment Pompey was victorious. Yet he and the 
Caesers who followed him are dead. The great structures 
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of Rome have crumbled into ruins. The Roman Empire 
long since gone has become a subject for school boys to 
study. But the idea survived and overcame until it con- 
quered the civilized world. Knowledge and material wel- 
fare are not enough. We cannot put our trust in them 
alone. 


I have painted a gloomy picture of this, our modern 
world, to bring into clear focus this great ruffian of our 
times, materialism, with the greed and violence that 
accompany him. It could be brightened by many acknowl- 
edgements. The generosity of the American people when 
their sympthies are aroused is unrestrained. Many Amer- 
icans, particularly our youth, have shown their willing- 
ness to rise to the occasion and offer their services and 
even their lives to the cause of freedom. Millions of good 
people belong to religious bodies and civic and fraternal 
orders in which they hold aloft the banner of spiritual 
ideals. Yet the ruffian is with us and with our allies 
abroad, and is strong. Masonry uniting as it does men of 
many countries, sects and opinions is in a strategic posi- 
tion and more than that has a definite mission to combat 
him. Has it the spiritual power to overcome him and his 
companions? I believe it has and that it can win a great 
spiritual victory if we and all Masons will use it as we 
should. 


Masons know—I do not like the word believe; I say 
they know—that there is a Supreme Intelligence that per- 
vades all nature and which is all powerful and immortal. 
“A survey of nature and a study of her beautiful pro- 
portions first encouraged men to imitate the divine plan 
and study symmetry and order." In symbolic and rather 
grandiloquent language the authors of our ritual stated 
a sublime truth. 


Throughout human history men have felt the power 
of something beyond themselves impelling them toward 
the good, the true and the beautiful. I have in my own lit- 
tle museum collection two stone axes made in the dawn 
of history. One is strong and effective but crude in its 
form and execution. The other, useful but less efficient, 
shows delicacy in execution and a truly beautiful curve in 
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form. Perhaps I am reading too much into this stone; 
but it seems to me that its maker must have felt so much 
the necessity of having a tool or weapon which was beau- 
tiful as well as useful, that he was willing to sacrifice 
efficiency to beauty. 


A few thousand years later, men living in what is 
now southwestern Europe sent their priest-magicians 
into caves to paint pictures as magic aids to hunting. 
Though size and excellence of execution are not essential 
to magic, these primitive artists, inspired by a sense of 
beauty, by the dim light of puny lamps painted superb 
pictures of mammoths, bison, reindeer, and other ani- 
mals. Though their works were not meant to be seen by 
the eyes of men they painted with fidelity and with great 
beauty of line and color. Such art was not seen again in 
Europe for many millennia. 


Not long after that era someone discovered how to 
make pottery. The early potters were not content with 
crude but efficient clay pots. With the same urge toward 
brighter things, they sought for dynamic beauty of form 
and of decoration. 


Men learned to build houses and soon the architect 
began to design, and the plans which he laid down, being 
improved by experience and time, have produced works 
which are the admiration of every age. The first stone 
workers of whom we know, impelled by a strong faith 
in immortality, erected with huge stones great and awe- 
some structures for the burial of their rulers, the most 
celebrated being those at Stonehenge in England and 
Carnac in Brittany. Ere long the pyramids rose and the 
massive “houses of eternity” for the gods in Egypt. Solo- 
mon's temple, so spacious and magnificent, the Parthenon, 
unsurpassed memorial to the love of the Athenians for 
their city and it goddess, the impressive structures of 
imperial Rome and the inspiring cathedrals of the Mid- 
dle Ages followed, and the tale has not come to an end. 
Even today there is an insistent demand that our tower- 
ing office buildings and even our great factories be not 
only functional but also beautiful. I have followed in 
cursory fashion but one line out of many which illustrate 
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man's sense of “divine plan," his experience of the 
Infinite. I have chosen this line because it belongs to the 
Masonic tradition. 


. Many and varied were the explanations men gave of 
this experience, widely different the religions and the 
cults which developed as man sought for knowledge of 
the divine. It was given, we believe, to an otherwise 
obscure people to catch a glimpse of the One Ever-Living 
and True God and to enshrine Him in their temple in 
Jerusalem, and after great trials and many tribulations, 
in their hearts. The record of their experience is found 
in that Book of Books which we call the Bible. It was the 
idea of God contained herein which Pompey met in the 
Holy of Holies and failed to understand. From these 
ancient peoples who saw and felt and knew its sublime 
truth it has come down to us. I believe that no serious- 
minded, thoughtful person can go through the ceremonies 
of our fraternity without a knowledge of the reality of 
God and a sense of His presence in our midst. This is 
the fundamental basis of the spiritual force of Masonry ; 
indeed, it is that spiritual force. Without it, there could 
be no Masonry. 


Knowing that God is, and that we are His sons, we 
know that we are brothers. The fatherhood of God and 
brotherhood of man belong together; one can not exist 
without the other. For this reason, every man who enters 
our inner door must answer the necessary question. It is 
obvious that no atheist can be a Mason. Beyond the simple 
direct answer of affirmation to that question our frater- 
nity does not go, for Masonry, though religious, is not 
a religion. It tells every brother that as a son of God he 
is an individual worthy of dignity and respect, entitled 
to his own religious and political views, his own thoughts, 
and his own occupation, provided those do not violate 
the laws of God or man and the canons of good taste. 
It is this insistence on the freedom and dignity of the 
individual which makes Masonry so dangerous to author- 
itarianism that dictators and despots, political and reli- 
gious, hate our fraternity and wish to destroy it. 
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This free individual, however, is not completely 
emancipated and able to follow his own selfish desires. 
No man can stand alone in this world and brotherhood 
carries obligations with it as well as privileges. We are 
told in the lecture on the First Degree that there is 
represented in every regular and well-governed lodge, 
a certain point within a circle; the point representing 
an individual brother; the circle the boundary line of his 
duty to God and man, beyond which he is never to suffer 
his passions, prejudices, or interests to betray him on 
any occasion. I like to think of myself as that point. What 
can be more dignified than the center of a circle? Is it 
security I desire? What can be more secure? For what 
is the circle but the brethren in Masonry who surround 
me, wherever in the world I may be. 


The circle is ever-expanding. It consists primarily 
of the brethren in my own lodge who seeing me constantly 
and knowing me intimately are aware of my strengths 
and weaknesses. On them I can and do depend. It expands 
beyond that to the brethren of my grand jurisdiction. 
A Grand Master becomes keenly conscious of this during 
his term of office, but it exists as well for the humblest 
member of the craft. It crosses the boundary lines of 
our exclusive jurisdictions throughout the United States 
and transcends national lines to include the brethren 
to the North and the South, and even across the oceans 
to the East and the West until it encompasses the globe 
and becomes truly universal. We must remember also 
that the circle should properly surround non-Masons as 
well. The ritual teaches us: “By the exercise of brotherly 
love we are taught to regard the whole human species— 
the high and low, the rich and poor—as one family; who, 
as created by one Almighty parent, and inhabitants of 
the same planet, are to aid, support, and protect each 
other." Complete realization of this would bring that 
universal and lasting peace for which we all hope and 
pray. Is Masonry doing its part to bring this about? 


Wherever Masons are, there is a circle of their 
brotherhood and strength. For myself, as long as the 
circle stands, I know there will be brethren ready and 
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willing to help me with their services and their prayers, 
to keep my secrets, to strengthen me lest I fall, to give 
me good counsel and to warn me of danger. What greater 
security than this can I desire or find? But if I get angry 
or prejudiced or greedy and so break the circle I have 
but destroyed myself. No longer the center of the circle, 
I am but a point which has neither length, breadth, nor 
thickness, the nearest to nothing there is in the field of 
mathematics. I have lost both my dignity and my security 
and am nothing. I must also remember that if I am to 
stand at the center I must also take my place in the circle 
around each of my brethren and to occupy either place 
I must be worthy. How then may I be worthy? 


Returning to the quotation with which I began, let 
us paraphrase Cicero slightly and say “All men are en- 
dowed by their Creator with so great a need of virtue 
and so great a desire for upholding the common welfare 
that the strength thereof has conquered all the allure- 
ments of pleasure and ease." 


*So great a need of virtue." Masonry is a beautiful 
system of morality veiled in allegory and illustrated by 
symbols. It gives us thereby a standard of virtue and the 
symbolic implements with which to attain it—the gavel 
to break off the vices and superfluities of life, the square 
of virtue wherewith to square our actions, the plumb to 
remind us to walk uprightly before God and man and the 
level to remind us that we should meet all men on the 
level. For the common welfare it gives us the trowel with 
which we are taught to spread the cement of brotherly 
love and affection, that cement which unites us into 
one sacred band or society of friends and brothers among 
whom no contention should ever exist but that noble 
contention, or rather emulation, of who can best work 
and best agree. It gave us also first of all the twenty- 
four inch gauge. Its symbolic meaning is of profound 
importance. It provides time for our usual oecupations 
so that we may indeed earn more wages, and be thereby 
the better enabled to support ourselves and our families 
and contribute to the relief of our distressed brethren 
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and their dependents. But it reminds us forcefully that 
our first and chief duty in life is the service of God and 
our fellow men. 


Masonry thus gives a lofty answer to these spiritual 
needs of men which the Roman statesman recognized. 
To put it more simply, it gives men something to live by 
and something to live for. 


To the modern materialist Masonry answers first 
that God is, has been and ever will be; second, that 
neither money, power, nor position selfishly sought and 
dishonestly gained, nor security found at the sacrifice 
of individual dignity and freedom, will bring true hap- 
piness. This it says is to be found in service to God and 
our fellow man, “promoting each other's welfare and 
rejoicing in each other's prosperity." The spiritual force 
of Masonry has an answer to modern materialism. 


It is very easy to stand here, criticize others, and 
extol the glories of Masonry, but it is a far different 
thing to live up to the principles we espouse. We here 
today have been chosen by our brethren to govern them 
and give them proper instruction. Have we ourselves 
the wisdom to perform our tasks and do we live up to our 
own standards? Can all our actions stand the test of the 
Supreme Grand Master's square? Can any of us measure 
our lives against the plumb-line which the Lord God set 
in the midst of his people Israel? Do we meet all men on 
the level, conceding to each the same dignity and freedom 
we arrogate to ourselves? Can we put aside all the 
jealousies and spites and ambitions and differences which 
divide us even from our brethren in the Craft and truly 
use our trowels as Master Masons? lf we cannot, how 
can we hope to give proper instruction and to inspire 
the brethren to follow us? Are the brethren, even a small 
portion of them, alert to the challenge and the danger? 
Are we doing all that we can to arouse those who are, 
as it were, taking their ease on the brow of a hill, resting 
and refreshing themselves? The ruffians are abroad and 
the call is clear to all Masons to arise, to put aside the al- 
lurements of pleasure and ease and to be at work. If everv 
Mason would work as an individual, with God's help, and 
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if every lodge as a group would work for the best inter- 
ests of the community, spreading by precept and example 
the great principles of the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man, the spiritual force of Masonry, 
acting through us, would certainly triumph over the evil 
powers of that materialism which threatens our demo- 
cratic way of life and strikes at the spiritual foundation 
of our civilization.
